Representatives of all except one of 
the 14 entities that have subscribed for 
the state water were on hand in Santa 
Ynez for the crucial organizational elec­ 
tion. Members of the group also elected 
Ed Rodgers, vice chairman and William 
Laranjo, secretary. Rodgers is a mem­ 
ber of the Lompoc Water Commission 
and has served on the county Advisory 
Committee on Water. Laranjo is presi­ 
dent of the Santa Ynez River Water Con­ 
servation District. 
Lefkowitz was named only this week 
to represent the City of Lompoc on the 
purveyor’s group. Lompoc City Attorney 
Alan Davidson, and city water superin­ 
tendent A1 Thompson were also on hand 
Thursday to serve on the purveyor's 
council as a technical resource, but 
without a vote. 
Following the election, the purveyors 
took these actions: 
— Ruled that the entities are not bound 
by the program of the purveyors’ council 
nor by the budget of the organization 
unless they approve the factors. 
— Approved the assessment of 10 
cents per acre foot for each of the acre 


feet of state project water the combined 
purveyors have subscribed to. That 
would bring in 13,005 — each entity an* 
teeing up the pro rata amount for the 
amount of water involved. Lompoc, for 
example would be expected to be 
assessed 1250 for the city’s 2,500 a.f. 
subscription.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) - A cir­ 
cuit court Jury today found former Ku 
Klux Kiansman Robert Chambliss guilty 
of first-degree murder for the death 
of a black girl killed in a 1963 church 
bombing, 
and recommended he be 
sentenced to life in prison. 
The jury ended its deliberations with a 
rap on the jury room door about 11:35 
a.m. EST. A few minutes later, the 
jurors entered and announced their deci­ 
sion. 
Chambliss, 73, indicted for the deaths 
of four young black girls in the Sept. 15, 
1963, bombing of the Sixteenth Street 
Baptist Church, shook his head but made 
no audible comment after the verdict 
was read. 
The deliberations, including about 
three hours of work late Thursday, took 
slightly more than five hours. 
Attorney General William J. Baxley, 
who was not present when the verdict 
was announced, had said earlier he 
would seek further indictments in the 
bombing 
if 
Chambliss

victed.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter Mondale said today public 
support for the controversial 
Panama 
Canal treaties “ is growing dramati­ 
cally,” and urged supporters to preach 
the necessity of ratification in their com­ 
munities. 
Mondale and former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger spoke in favor of the 
agreements at a one-day conference of 
the Bipartisan Citizens Committee of 
Americans for the Canal Treaties. 
" P u b l i c s u p p o r t is g r o w i n g 
dramatically In the American people as 
they get to understand the treaties." said 
Mondale. He asked the rally’s par­ 
ticipants to go back home and tell their 
neighbors of the need for the treaties 


Mondale disputed reports that support 
for the t r e a t i e s was le ss than 
enthusiastic among the military's Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
“There is nothing less true than that,” 
he said. “Their support is enthusiastic 
and that is eloquent testimony that 
national security and the military are 
best served by the treaties.”

MH area open space 
pushed by advisors

Members of Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the County General Plan 
Thursday voted 14-9 to recommend an 
open space designation on land east of 
Mission Hills and north of La Purisima 
Mission. 
The action would put a proposed 300- 
acre ranchette development on the 
backburner. Connie Savage jumped In 
with the motion after conclusion of some 
public Input on the question; Martha 
Bray seconded It and after considerable 
debate among the committee members 
themselves, the crucial vote was taken. 
That recommendation will now go on to 
the county. 
Later the commission approved the 
motion of Ralph Griffin to give Mesa 
Oaks developer Don Lewis half-acre zon­ 
ing and other considerations he has 
proposed to the county, along with an 
amendment to Include a 150-foot buffer 
zone along Burton Mesa Boulevard bet­ 
ween Rucker Road and Highway 1, a dis­ 
tance of about 4,000 feet 
During the debate on the land east of 
Mission Hills, Bill Fick, who sits on the 
committee as an official representative 
of the City of Lompoc, said he agreed 
with those who sought to protect the en­ 
vironmental integrity of the mission, but 
said the city had historically thought of 
residential development there. 


Kenneth O’Neal said he has filed a 
map with the county and is proceeding 
with his proposal to develop 100 three- 
acre homesites. 
Earlier Tom Crandall, a represen­ 
tative of the state Parks research divi­ 
sion, said “We are concerned as the ur­ 
ban process goes forward and ap­ 
proaches 
the 
mission.” 
Later, 
he 
declared “ La Purísima Mission State 
Park is the only mission in the state 
where the original atmosphere has been 
retained.” 
Crandall said "the state Is concerned 
about the impact of development on the 
quantity and quality of the water supply 
underlying the area north of the mis­ 
sion." He said he and others were also 
concerned about the visual impact of 
residential project overlooking the mis­ 
sion. 


Much has been made of the "visual” 
presence of oroposed homesites north of 
the mission, despite some testimony 
that the rural character of O’Neal’s 
development preserved the integrity of 
the mission 


Under questioning, Crandall said his 
department hoped to reach a decision 
soon on the acquisition of more land as a 
buffer around the mission and if that 
happens there is a chance there could be 
funds In the 1979- 80 budget for the ac­ 
quisition.

One local issue which was not Included 
in the agreement, Timmons said was a 
union shop. Machinists at the base work 
in an open shop and are not required to 
join the IAM and AW. Steward said a full 
union shop clause would have affected 
about 20 non-union members 
“ This strike will help us for future 
contracts,” Timmons said, because they 
will realize we are a strong unit and they 
won't offer us a nothing contract like 
they did this time.”

Sadat prays at 
Ismailia mosque

Anwar Sadat 
prayed today in a mosque in the Suez 
Canal city of Ismaili for the success of 
his 36-hour visit to Jerusalem while 
crowds chanted “ may Allah grant you 
victory!" and “ we are with you, Sadat, 
until the very end!" 
An advance party of 60 Egyptians 
arrived in Israel today and were cheered 
by crowds of Israelis at BenGurion air­ 
port, but Arab anger at his visit mounted 
by the hour and Libya warned it would 
break diplomatic relations if Sadat went 
through with it. An emergency political 
meeting was called in Cairo itself. 
In Beirut a pre-dawn explosion gutted 
the 
downtown offices of Egypt’s 
Misrair air line in an apparent protest 
against the visit. No causalties were 
reported. Thursday a bomb explosion 
damaged the Egyptian Embassy in 
Damascus, also without casualties. 
Libya warned of a possible diplomatic 
break and pledged its full political and 
military potential at the disposal of a dis­ 
pleased Syria and an equally unhappy 
Palestinian resistance movement. Iraq, 
another hardline nation, protested the 
visit and

traditional moderates as Jordan and 
Lebanon 
The only overt Arab support came 
from the moderate North African states 
of Morocco and Tunisia.

WASHINGTON ( UP I ) — Co n ­ 
gressional energy negotiators who re­ 
jected President Carter’s Idea of forced 
federal guidelines for electricity rates 
turned today to another touchy issue: 
how much utilities should be made to 
cooperate with each other 


both Senate and House energy bills 
had 
provisions under which utilities 
could be ordered to Interconnect under 
certain conditions to ensure reliability of 
power. 
The issue raises questions of in­ 
dependence and competition that the 
House-Senate conference on energy must 
resolve while it reconciles the differing 
versions. 
The negotiators threw away one sec­ 
tion of Carter’s energy plan Thursday by 
approving optional guidelines Instead of 
Carter’s proposed mandatory federal 


standards for setting retail rates for 
electricity. 
Today, the conferees agreed to apply 
the guidelines, to the extent they are 
accepted by state utility commissions, to 
utilities selling more than 500 million 
kilowatt-hours of power at retail each 
year. That covers 95 per cent of the 
nation's retail electricity, the staff es­ 
timated. 
Thursday’s decision to substitute op­ 
tional for mandatory federal standards 
for electricity rate making came after 
hours of intense horse trading in which 
o f f e r s 
crisscrossed among House 
and Senate conferees. 
"The ayes have it and thank God,” 
said Chairman Harley Staggers, D- 
W.Va., when the agreement was con­ 
cluded.

A spokesman for the airline said a 
strike would cause a “complete shut­ 
down” of service, grounding 365 planes, 
and forcing the carrier to reschedule 
440.000 passengers who have booked 
seats over next week’s Thanksgiving 
holiday. 
“If a strike should result, we would of 
course be re-routing our passengers on 
other carriers,” the spokesman said. 
“But at this point we still remain op­ 
timistic."

Flight Atten­ 
dants 
advised 
weekend passengers 
holding seats on United’s 1,500 flights a 
day to consider switching airlines. 


United employs 50,500 people and 
carries 93,000 passengers a day between 
92 airports serving 110 cities, all but two 
in the United States. 
“We feel a responsibllty to the travel­ 
ing public to alert them to this very real 
possibility,” said Patricia Robertson, 
president of the association, Thursday. 
“People with reservations on United 
may want to make backup arrangements 
on other airlines.” 
Despite tough talk, both sides said they 
would continue talks, which have been 
guided by the National Mediation Board 
since July.

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Hospital '77 audit 
shows $68,000 loss 


Lompoc 
Hospital 
District 
suffered a $64,900 net loss last 
fiscal year, an auditor’s report 
released last night states. 
During the year that ended 
June 30, costs increased by 
slightly over five percent, but 
revenue loss increased by six 
percent, showing “certainly a 
trend in the right direction," 
two Santa Barbara auditors 
told the hodpital board. 
The board also learned it 
owes 
M edicare—the 
federal 
health care program —$68,000. 
Last year the hospital received 
$876,300 in M edicare payments 
based on estim ated costs. 
But actual costs w ere finally 
reckoned to be $68,000 less than 
estim ated, 
obligating 
the 
hospital 
to 
pay 
back 
that 
amount. Last year M edicare 
wound up owing the hospital 
funds. 
The hospital m ust now work 
out som e way to repay the 
governm ent, 
such 
as 
in 
monthly installm ents. No in­ 
terest will be charged. But if 
the hospital tells to m ake the 
payment, 
M edicare 
could 
withhold 
reim bursem ent 
on 
future claim s.

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Government undecided 
about asbestos safeguard

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government Is moving closer to 
a 
final 
ban 
on 
spackling 
compounds with asbestos, but 
has not yet decided how to en­ 
sure that consumers won’t be 
able to obtain such products 
after the ban takes effect. 
The debate Involves whether 
the ban should be on wall- 
patching compounds “available 
to consumers,” which would 
cover just about everything, or 
only those “ sold to con ­ 
sumers," a narrower defini­ 
tion. 
There is a difference because 
some lumberyards and supply 
stores sell the same products to 
consumers and to professionals 
_ painters, house repair per­ 
sons and others. 
When the c o m m i s s i o n 
proposed its ban last July, an 
action it took because of the 
possibility that asbestos In the 


air presents a cancer hazard, 
the agency used the wider 
definition. 
But 
the commission staff 
reported Thursday there is now 
a legal question Involved since 
it could be argued the agency 
has power only over consumer 
products, not those used by 
professionals. 
But, the staff reported, it can­ 
not recommend a way for the 
commission to make sure all 
consu m ers 
are 
covered 
while leaving the professionals 
a lo n e . 
T he th r e e c o m ­ 
missioners are now examining 
the issue and will decide it on 
Dec.l when they vote on the 
final ban. 
The staff also reported that, 
at least initially, contractors 
using patching c o m p o u n d s 
made with materials other than 
asbestos are running up bigger 
bills for their customers be­ 


cause the newer materials have 
a different consistency and take 
longer to apply. 


At the sam e time the staff 
said 
still 
newer 
materials 
coming on the market, plus In­ 
creased familiarity with the 
products, may diminish the 
problem later. 


In addition the commission 
still must decide whether to ban 
only products with “ inten­ 
tionally added” asbestos or 
whether it should set a strict 
level for the presence of any 
kind 
of 
asbestos 
in 
such 
products. The staff reported 
Thursday it does not know if 
“safe ’ levels can be measured. 
The staff reported that the 
largest 
manufacturers 
have 
already stopped using asbestos 
and 
switched 
to 
substitute 
materials pending the outcome 
of the commission’s ruling.

Tension rides high

Professional gamblers warned 
to buy tax stamp or face jail 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Internal 
Revenue Service is 
w a r n in g 
p r o f e s s io n a l 
gamblers: buy a $500 tax stamp 
from the government or risk a 
possible jail term. 
The tax-collection agency 
said Thursday it issued special 
instructions to its field agents 
to step up enforcement of a law 
requiring big-time gamblers to 
buy the tax stamp. 


Those affected include “book- 
I makers, numbers and policy 
* operators, and others engaged 
in the business of accepting 


wagers ... on sports events or 
other contests and operators of 
w a g e r in g 
p o o ls 
or 
lotteries.” 
An IRS spokesman said the 
levy is not aimed at casual 
gamblers such as participants 
in office football betting pools 
or horseplayers. “This is for 
people who make their living by 
accepting bets from others,” he 
said. 
The spokesman explained the 
Supreme Court ruled the tax un­ 
constitutional in 1968 after two 
p rofession al g a m b l e r s 
argued that anybody who buys a

T h u r s d a y at Colby college 
by more than 150 editors and 
reporters from across the na­ 
tion. 
Lovejoy was a Colby alumnus 
and abolitionist editor who was 
murdered at the age of 35 by an 
angry pro-slavery mob while 
trying to set up his Illinois prin­ 
ting press in 1837. 
Bolles died in similar fashion 
at the age of 46 in Phoenix, 
Ariz., after a bomb exploded 
beneath his car June 2, 1976. At 
* the time of his death, Bolles 
Iwas investigating the growing 
influence of organized crime in 
-Arizona.

H IG HLA ND PA R K , HI. 
(UPI) — Fourteen deformed 
human fetuses 
that 
traveled 
in a carnival freak show until 
last summer have been remov­ 
ed from their bottles of for­ 
maldehyde 
and 
buried 
in 
baby coffins. 
"We wanted to insure that 
these babies were finally put to 
rest,” 
Lake County Coroner 
Robert Babcox said of the 
burial services Thursday. 
The fetuses were confiscated 
from Chris Michael Christ, 29, 
Gibsonton, Fla., July 29 when 
he was conducting the freak 
show in Lake County. They 
were among 20 such exhibits in 
the show. The other six were 
donated to a medical school in 
the Chicago area. 
Christ 
was 
charged 
with 
transporting human b o d i e s 
without 
a 
permit, 
but 
the 
charges were dismissed by a 
Circuit Court judge who said 
the fetuses did not constitute 
human bodies. 
The source of the fetuses was 
not 
revealed 
during 
court 
proceedings 
The fetuses were placed in 
coffins and buried in a single 
grave. A Catholic priest, a 
Protestant minister and a rabbi 
p r e s i d e d at short burial 
c e r e m o n i e s at Mooney's 
Cemetery

“I’ve been 
smoking since 1925. And you 
want me to try to stop. Come 
on.” 


—And at Alexandria, La., 
Grady “Hank" Chatelain, a bus 
driver, said he smokes four 
packs a day. "I'd go crazy in 
this bus if I didn't smoke," he 
said. 
But there were others — the 
American Cancer Society hopes 
they 
numbered 
at 
least 
5 


million — who went along with 
the "Smokeless Thursday" — 
w ith d raw al 
sy m p to n s or 
not. 
In San Francisco, volunteers 
for the American Cancer Socie­ 
ty conducted a survey in 51 of 
California’s counties and said 
38.7 percent of the state’s es­ 
timated 5 million smokers were 
doing without their cigarettes. 


This added up to about 1,- 
935,000 smokers, the organiza­ 
tion said. It was almost exactly

Those arrested Included Shin 
Hyon-ki, President of Korea 
Explosive Co., the maker of the 
dynamite, and five other of­ 
ficials of the firm based in 
Inchon, about 25 miles west of 
Seoul. 
Four 
railroad officials 
in 
Inchon and Iri, about 125 miles 
south 
of 
Seoul, 
where 
the 
explosion took place Nov. 11, 
also were arrested. 
Police earlier arrested Shin 
Mu-il, 36, an employee of the 
dynamite manufacturing firm, 
for negligence in causing the 
blast, the worst of its kind in 
Korean history. If convicted, 
Shin can draw a prison term of 
more than five years.

The FSQS handles meat and 
poultry inspection and grading 
services and food standards 
authority formerly controlled 
by other Agriculture Depart­ 
ment units. 
A spokesman for the Senate 
Agriculture Committee said the 
department’s request for new 
crackdown powers has not yet 
been formally introduced in 
Congress. With lawmakers pre­ 
paring to wind up their work for 
the year, the spokesman said, 
the proposal is not likely to be 
called up for hearings and com­ 
m ittee consideration 
until 
sometime next year. 
Angelotti said producers of 
broiler 
chickens 
and 
other 
poultry have done an excellent 
job in reducing illegal residues 
of both pesticides and drugs. In 
ch ick en s, for exam p le, a 
residue violation rate of 2.2 per­ 
cent in 1973 had been cut to 0.4 
percent by last year. 
“The livestock Industry, on 
the other hand, has not done as 
well,” Angelotti said. The chief 
problems, he said, include the 
continuing appearance of il­ 
legal sulfa drug residues in 10 to 
15 percent of the hogs going to 
market, and illgal antibiotic 
residues in 15 percent of all 
dairy cattle sent to slaughter. 
In the hog case, Angelotti 
said the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration is already re­ 
viewing the possibility of re­ 
quiring farmers to lengthen the 
current seven-day “ w ith­ 
drawal period” during which 
hogs must be kept off feeds con­ 
taining sulfa drugs before going 
to market. The drugs are used 
to promote faster and healthier 
growth. 
In the dairy case, the official 
said federal agents think the 
problem grows out of cases in 
which cows being treated with 
antibiotics 
for 
mastitis and 
pneumonia infections. 
"Though we cannot substanti­ 
ate our suspicions, we are of the 
opinion that farm ers are 
treating sick animals, and when 
they fail to respond to drug 
therapy the animals are sent to 
slaughter without withdrawal 
or 
wi t h 
i n a d e q u a t e 
withdrawal,” Angelotti explain­ 
ed. 
The Agriculture Department 


official said that if violations 
growing out of the use of animal 
medicines continue, the FDA 
could limit use by requiring 
that such drugs be prescribed 
and used only under the super­ 
vision of veterinarians.

She s professor 
emeritus of child development 
at Case W estern R eserve

of 
M e d ic in e , 
Cleveland 
Spontaneous child art is a 
hobby of hers, she explained in 
an interview 
A 10-year-old child who was 
one of a fam ily of four dis­ 


played 
a 
drawing 
which 
showed three clouds in the sky. 
three birds flying, three ducks 
in a pond and three people in the 
countryside 
w ith 
three 
trees 
“ Now was this child trying to 
tell us the threes signified the 
mother caring for the two 
children’ ” Mrs 
Plank asked, 
"or does it mean tbe child felt 
left out and the real fam ily was 
only three members ” 
The child died shortly aftew- 
ard and Mrs. Plank was never 
able to determine the signifi­ 
cance of the drawing 
But in other instances she has 
learned 
what's 
bothering 
a 
child who’s just been through a 
traumatic medical experience 
or is about to face one. 
"Spontaneity is tbe key," she 
explained, "it wouldn’t do to an­ 
nounce to a children's ward that 
you wanted each child to draw 
his impression of what he’s 
there for."

Stepfather acquited of killing 


AMARILLO, Texas - Per­ 
haps, even in victory, no one 
should have expected acquitted 
murder defendant T. Cullen 
Davis to be gracious — and he 
wasn’t. 
Jailed in Fort Worth and 
Amarillo since August 1976, 
Davis, 44, was released in $600,- 
000 bond Thursday afternoon 
minutes after a jury found him 
innocent of the shooting death 
of h is 1 2 -y ear-o ld s te p ­ 
daughter, Andrea Wilborn. He 
still faces charges on a second 
murder and two assaults. 
His trial lasted six months. 


His legal costs exceeded $3 
million.

Cathy Keeling, 604 North Fifth St., 
recently returned from a week-long 
School at Sea. 
A travel consultant at Lompoc Travel 
Center, Inc. for the past year-and-a-half, 
Ms. Keeling says the School at Sea 
program is offered by the American 
Society of Travel Agents (A STA ) and 
various shipping lines to travel agents 
currently in retail sales. 
Purpose: to increase professionalism 
within the industry. 
“ The shipping line,00 she says, “ wants 
you to know their product and to be 
fam iliar with their vessels” so the agent 
can provide his clients with the at­ 
mosphere and accommodations they 
desire. 
School at Sea is a twophase program. 
The first is an overnight trip from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco. 
The second and more advanced — the 
one she took — is the in-depth week-long 
travel study for which she applied to 
ASTA last February and wasn’t confir­ 
med until October. 
“ That long I waited for them to find 
space for me,” she said. 
The program serves a two-fold pur­ 
pose by giving uninitiated travel agents 
a taste of cruise life while also providing 
for five hours of classroom study dally — 
a requirement set by the industry. 
“ Husbands or wives are not allowed to 
go,” Ms. Keeling said. 
Shore trips are not limited to sightsee­ 
ing but, rather, concentrate more on in­ 
specting hotel properties while in port 
and 
visiting 
tourist 
attractions 
to 
become fam iliar with the options open to 
the tourist. 
Ms. Keeling’s group of 26 travel agents 
from Northern and Southern California 
flew from Los Angeles to Acapulco 
where members did some hotel inspec­ 
tions prior to boarding the cruise ship 
Royal Viking Sea. 
Once 
aboard, 
they 
inspected 
the 
bridge, galley, dining rooms, cabins and 
public rooms such as library, cocktail 
lounge, 
card 
rooms, 
theater, 
gym­ 
nasiums and pools. 
Their instructor was the current presi­ 
dent of ASTA School at Sea program. 


A typical classroom day consisted of 
study of ship profiles within the cruise 
industry which would include ship den­ 
sity, stateroom and rate structures, 
ports of call, various shipping lines, tipp­ 
ing policy, age of the ship, accommoda­ 
tions, size and if it’s stabilized. 
Amenities 
vary 
from 
ship 
to 
ship. 
The travel students also studied 
ship itineraries and time tables to be 
able to provide specific connections for 
passengers 
embarking 
at 
an 
inter­ 
mediate point in their cruise as well as 
studying world port geography. 
“ The day of the luxury liner like the 
Queen Elizabeth II with express port-to- 
port service is being replaced by cruise 
ships that visit many ports,” Ms Keel­ 
ing said. 
People use ships more now as floating 
hotels rather than to reach one specific 
destination. 
Another type of ship is a combination 
passenger-cargo liner where rates are 
comparable to cruise ships with less for­ 
mal atmosphere and a much sm aller 
passenger complement. 
There also are freighters that carry 
less than 12 passengers and have no rigid 
time table and very few scenic ports. 
“ Container shipping,” she said, “ has 
drastically reduced freighters’ time in 
port. 


But the cruise ship is a resort at sea. 
Her particular cruise had only Puerto 
Vallarta as its port of call where the 
travel agent group inspected about 12 
hotels and drove through town so they 
could tell clients what the town was like 
and get the atmosphere of the town. 
They also did some sightseeing in the 
area and met with a Mexican Govern­ 
ment customs official who gave them 
some 
in-depth 
information 
about 
customs regulations. 


Then it was back to classroom exer­ 
cises and tests. 
All of the tudents received a diploma 
on graduation and were photographed 
with the Captain. 
Half of the group then returned to Los 
Angeles and the other half to San Fran­ 
cisco and their Northern California 
homes.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) -

the ones that prevailed in 
America before natural gas or 


W heelchair 
ram ps brew 
controversy 


BOSTON (UPI) - Wheel­ 
chair 
ramps 
in 
sidewalks, 
required by Massachusetts law 
since June 1975, were legislated 
as a convenience for wheelchair 
users. But they have created a 
controversy as a hazard for the 
blind. 


The Worcester Federation for 
the Blind recently complained 
to the Worcester City Council 
about the installation of ramps, 
or curb cuts, In that city’s 
sidewalks. 


Federation member Ervlng 
MacShawson 
said 
the 
cuts 
make problems for the blind. It 
troublse those who use seeing- 
eye dogs because the dogs are 
trained to stop at curbs. Others 
use canes to locate the edge of 
the curb. 


In Watertown, Dennis Lolli of 
Perkins Institute for the Blind 
said the different ways in which 
ramps are installed can confuse 
a blind person. There’s nothing 
reliable to remember in inter­ 
preting how a curb feels. 
The cuts are supervised by 
the S ta te A rc h ite c tu ra l 
Barriers Board. 
Robert Lynch, former board 
chairman, says board stand­ 
ards are consistent, but they 
give some leeway. 
Some are positioned at the 
apex, where both corners meet, 
and face diagonally into the in­ 
tersection. Some are on the side 
of a curb, centered in the 
crosswalk path that is the nor­ 
mal flow of pedestrian traf­ 
fic. 
Lolii wants consistency, "... 
at least within each city or 
town." 
But board member Maureen 
Winn, who is both blind and a 
wheelchair user, says com­ 
plaints have been minimal. 
“We had a lot of input from 
consumer groups, including the 
blind," she said. 
The Worcester complaint 
remains unresolved. 
‘‘We're still working on it,” 
says City Manager Frances 
McGrath. "If we move all the 
ramps down from the intersec­ 
tion, 
then you expose the 
wheelchair 
to 
traffic. 
You 
remove one obstacle and add 
another." 
Textured ramps have been 
suggested to make them more 
easily recognizable. Technical­ 
ly, the state already requires 
this, but not necessarily to the 
extent the blind might need. "It 
wouldn’t be as slippery in 
winter for the wheelchairs," 
says Lolli. 
MacShawson disagrees: "It 
wouldn’t stay rough that long. 
Nature would take its course .’’ 
A haif-inch lip at the ramp's 
base also has been suggested 
But, "if a dog stopped at that,” 
says MacShawson," it would be 
stopping at every crack in the 
sidewalk." 
At least one guide dog user 
approves of cuts. Phyllis 
Mitchell, first vice president of 
the American Council for the 
Blind, says, "I think curb cuts 
are an excellent idea, but they 
should be uniform and inside 
th e 
c ro s s w a lk s 
a t 
all 
times."

Besides, wood stoves throw 
out good heat, and some people 
even are cooking on them 
again. 
Some persons have had them 
installed in their fireplaces, 
others 
have 
been 
Installed 
instead of regular fireplaces, 
with flues carrying the smoke 
out of the house via a fireplace 


type of chimney which isin- 
sultated and firesafe. 
The living room model of a 
wood stove, if It is fancy, runs 
in the neighborhood of $350. 
That is a one-time investment. 
Wood can run around $200 a 
winter season, which is cheaper 
than the $80-$100 a month bills 
for electric heating. Fuel oil, 
once selling for about 19 cents a 
gallon and costing about $200 a 
year for average home use, has 
risen in price to a $400 annual 
cost in the average home. 
The 
majority 
of 
persons 
converting from electricty or 
fuel oil to wood stoves are sav­ 
ing about $200 a year. 


"And 
there 
is 
something 
special about the snap and 
crackle of a wood stove that is 
especially homey that doesn’t 
come with the other kind of 
heat," said a convert. 
In this area, wood is plentiful, 
and runs about $35-$45 a cord, 
delivered and split. 
Realtors 
say 
the 
energy 
crunch is being reflected in new 
home designs, more of which 
are calling for wood stoves as 
alternative heat sources. 
Economics, say builders, is 
the main 
reason for wood 
stoves making a comeback, 
with users paying about half as 
much for wood as any other 


fuel. 
The wood stove trend is likely 
to continue, said one designer, 
because trees are a renewable 
resource, while oil and oil 
products become more scarce. 
Oregon and the P acific 
Northwest has a wealth of 
wood, and Oregon is big in the 
manufacture of wood stoves. 
Among the Oregon-made varie­ 
ties 
are 
the 
Fisher, 
the 
Frontier, the Northland, the 
Earth Stove, the Ashley, the 
Pioneer, the Flreview and the 
Schrader, among others. 
Some of the oldest and best 
wood stoves still are manufac­ 
tured on the East Coast and in 


the South. And for extra-special 
excellence, 
there are wood 
stoves from Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark and France with 200 
years of tradition behind them. 
The main trick of using a 
wood stove is to get maximum 
service from its radiant heat, 
and avoid letting the heat es­ 
cape through the chimney. The 
buyer’s main concern with 
wood stoves still is safety, 
because they can start house 
fires. 
Fire department officials 
urge 
wood 
stove 
users 
to 
research the safety factors and 
features carefully, and a 
number of cities require per- 


mits for installation in an effort 
to provide guidelines on safety. 
Some books recommended 
for reading by persons thinking 
of installing wood stoves are 
"Wood Heat,” by John Vivian; 


"Wood as Energy,” by Jay 
Shelton and Andrew Shapiro; 
the "W o o d b u r n e r’s Ency­ 
clopedia,’ and "The Complete 
Book of Heating With Wood," 
by John Gay.

(N E A )— Don’t talk out loud 
in Maureen W agner’s class. 
She tells her students a l­ 
most as soon as they walk in 
the door that they might as 
well forget they ever knew 
how to speak. 
And while she’s telling 
them with her voice, she’s 
also telling them with her 
hands. W agner’s hands are 
constantly moving. 
She’s just being courteous. • 
The co-teacher of this unusu­ 
ally quiet class is deaf, and 
even 
an 
outstanding 
lip 
reader only catches 50 to 80 
percent of a conversation. 
It’s sim ilar to a radio short­ 
ing 
out, 
m issing 
alm ost 
every other word. 
Although all these stu­ 
dents can hear, they slip for 
a few hours each week into 
the strangely silent world of 
the 
non-hearing. 
They’re 
learning to talk, instead, 
with their hands. 
Soon they begin to under­ 
stand, just as W agner did 
while working to become a 
teacher of hearing children. 
It was then that she en­ 
countered 
an 
em otionally 
disturbed child who could 
not tolerate sound. At the 
slightest rustle, he would 
scream and curl up into a 
tight ball on the floor, pre­ 
tending he couldn’t hear. 
The boy’s mother 
was 
deaf. 
When W agner attempted 
to discuss the child’s prob­ 
lem with his mother, she 
became frustrated with her 
own inability to communi­ 
cate with her. 
The young teacher soon 
discovered that the daily 
frustration encountered by 
the non-hearing in a society 
o f 
s o u n d s 
g r e a t l y 
outweighed her own. 
So she learned their lan­ 
guage — a beautifully ex­ 
pressive means of transm it­ 
ting thoughts via pictures 
painted 
by 
the 
fingers, 
hands, arm s, eyes and facial 
expressions. 
Although there are m any 
different types, W agner in­ 
sists on using and teaching 
only Am erican Sign Lan­ 
guage, the third most used 
language in the U.S. 
But it is not an easy lan­ 
guage to m aster. Even after 
three years ot study and 
working with a Detroit deaf 
theater company, W agner 
admits she is only at the 
conversational level of a 10- 
year-old. Her fluency de­ 
pends on the frequency of 
her contact with the deaf 
community. 
Pro b ab ly 
the 
hard est 
thing for hearing people to 
learn is that the deaf do not 
“ talk” in traditional English 
word order. Minute differ­ 
ences in the positioning of a 
thumb, the speed of hand 
movements or a facial ex­ 
pression can change 
the 
complete 
meaning 
of 
a 
sequence of signs. 
Brushing a flat hand with 
another can range from a 
“ forgive m e” to an “ excuse 
me” to “ cleaning up” to a 
rather 
brusque 
“ lay 
off 
m e.” 
Going past the elbow with 
a hand on a “ good m orning” 
can quickly put you into the 
afternoon. 
Signing slang is also diffi­ 
cult. Instead of characteriz­ 
ing someone as “ foxy,” the 
deaf have to use signs that 
mean “ cute boy or g irl,” and

“ blowing your m ind” tran­ 
slates into “ mind separate.” 
Somehow, it’s not quite the 
same. 


But there are updates. “ A 
hundred years ago there was 
no sign for a spaceship, but 
now 
there 
is ,” 
W agner 
sm iles, and demonstrates 
with one upturned hand ris- 
in g 
s w i f t l y 
o f f 
a n 
outstretched 
“ launching 
pad” palm. 
Yet much sign language is 
easily 
understood. 
“ I ’m 
happy to see you” is repre­ 
sented by a hand fluttering 
on the chest (standing for a 
j u m p i n g 
h e a r t ) 
f o r 
“ Happy,” and by two fin­ 
gers held close to the eyes 
for “ to see you.” 


And what else can three 
fingers leaping off the nose 
in 
disgust 
mean 
except, 
“ I ’m lo u sy!! ! ” 
Hands that before m ay 
have been lim p or casually 
waved during a sound con­ 
versation 
soon 
learn 
in 
W agner’s class to take on 
the meaning of such things 
as sincerity, anger, ques­ 
tioning or hope. 
But 
W agner’s 
students 
learn something more. 
“ They learn what it’s like 
to be deaf, the insights into 
their ways, how they live 
and think differently than a 
hearing person — they learn 
to understand them. Too of­ 
ten in the past it has been the 


other way around, the hear­ 
ing world forcing English on 
the non-hearing, alm ost de­ 
nying their deafness,” W ag­ 
ner said. 
Non-hearing people, she 
admits, are m aking social 
strides, 
refusing 
to 
be 
pushed aside any more. Yet 
they rem ain in m any ways 
outside the cultural m ain­ 
stream , 
denied 
sim p le 
things such as understand­ 
ing a television soap opera 
or even a com m ercial. 
But W agner cites advanc­ 
es, like public television of­ 
fering more shows with in­ 


terpreters 
superim posed 
and a U.S. Senator who often 
has someone 
signing 
his 
comments at public appear­ 
ances. 
“ The deaf have been m iss­ 
ing out socially in a way the 
blind don’t even come close 
to, in being unable to openly 
communicate with much of 
the w orld,” W agner said. 
Her students — like Ann 
Arbor’s Mae Harrison — 
understand. 
Both H arrison’s parents 
were born deaf as were two 
uncles and an aunt. She has 
never been able to talk to 
them, even with her hands. 
“ Oh, m y mother tried to 
teach me a few signs, but of 
course she could never ex­ 
plain what the reasons were 
behind 
them ,” 
said 
the 
white-haired 
grandm other 
who is now learning sign 


language 
with 
her 
own 
daughter. 
H er 
m other, 
now 
77, 
doesn’t know she’s taking 
the class. It is the first 
opportunity 
Harrison 
has 
ever had to do so. 
“ It ’s 
going 
to 
be 
a 
surprise," 
she 
explained, 
m eticulously going through 
the hand motions, learning 
to say some of the things to 
her mother that she has 
never been able to say to her 
before.

They don't pitch tents at Los Robles 
but the boys are there for a reason

“ In my 20 years of coaching I’ve never had a team go 0-7 and 
have the attitude you've had,” coach Mike Vaccaro told his Los 
Robies Panthers at their awards banquet. 
“ This is the worst season we’ve had as far as winning, but the 
best, psychologically speaking This team is a closely-knit group, 
more than any of the earlier teams that had better records, said 
Vaccaro. “ You guys could have quit, but you didn t ” 
Los Robles High School serves the Los Prietos Boys Camp, a 
Santa Barbara County Probation Department facility east of Lake 
Cachuma It houses boys from 13-18 who serve four to six months 
for such typical offenses as assault, burglary or auto theft. It 
boasts a 75 percent "success ratio.” 
The “ campers" attending Los Robles are not of the hard core 
criminal caliber of the inmates of John C. Nelles School for Boys in 
Whittier whose football team is 7-1 and seeded in the Desert- 
Mountain Conference playoffs. 
Los Robles’ football program began in 1974 with the arrival of 
Vaccaro as director of the school’s vocational program. A former 
LA State gridder, Vaccaro felt that football could be of value to the 
boys he worked with. 
“ It’s a great counseling tool in dealing with anger," he says. 
Los Robles had an enrollment of about 70 when Vaccaro started 
the program, using donated equipment, and the team went 2-4 in its 
first year, beating JV squard from Ventura and San Marcos. 
The 1975 squad reversed its predecessor’s mark, winning four of 
six, and better yet, impressing opposing coaches with its conduct 
“ There was a great reulctance to schedule us,” says Vaccaro. 
“ There had been a sports program some years before, but ap 
parently some schools voted not to play us They had images of 
these kids coming out on the field with knives and brass knuckles. 
The 19/5 Panthers defeated Carpintería s JV s 6-0 and prompted 
the Warrior Director of Athletics Dave Goodfield to write Vaccaro 
a congratulatory letter praising Los Robles’ performance on the 
field and referring to its “ class” as a visiting team 
“ Never have I had a visiting team leave a locker room in such 
outstanding condition as you did ours As a matter of fact, I think 
you left it cleaner than you found it,” wrote Goodfield 


The letter helped erase the suspicions, Vaccaro believes to the 
point that this season three schools, Santa Ynez, Cabrillo and 
Righetti, all called him to schedule games. 
With enrollment currently down to about 30, Vaccaro gave the 
players the option of canceling the season. But even with certain 
disaster facing them the Panthers voted to go on. 
“ Success this season will be measured by how many of you guys 
are still on this team at the end of the season, how many of you 
make a commitment and stick to it,” Vaccaro told his players. 
Against JV squads the Panthers lost to Cabrillo 40-6, Santa Maria 
49-0, and Righetti 33-0. They played the varsity teams at St. Joseph 
and Brentwood (Los Angeles) and lost 55-0 and 32-0. The Santa 
Ynez JV s polished them off 40-8 and the Alemany JV s (Mission 
Hills) finished their season by pasting the Panthers 40-0 
As Vaccaro pointed out at the victory banquet the average score 
was 41-2, yet only three players of the original 22 quit the team 
Though playing for the Panthers often resembled cruel and in­ 
human punishment more than sport, the players themselves did 
not appear crushed after their season-ending shutout at the hands 
of Alemany. 
When asked why they play, tackle, defensive back and the team 
punter replied at once “ because we’d never get a chance to play 
otherwise ” 
At least a quarter of Vaccaro's roster consists of kids who had 
never played football of any kind Another quarter weighs less than 
120 pounds, and 100 percent of them would never be on a regular 
high school football team because as Camp Superintendent Noel 
Hancock points out, “ They’ve never got control of their emotions 
enough to handle school, let alone remain eligible for sports 
In person the Panthers most closely resemble the “ Bad News 
Bears” and in fact Vaccaro’s coaching methods do not seem far 
afield from those of a sober Walter Matthau. 
Players wander in and out of practice at will. Former and future 
participants leap into the fray in street clothes to intercept an 
errant pass or throw a block. 
A diminutive defensive back strolled from the field in the 
Alemany game and colorfully informed his coach where he could 
shove his lineup changes He was back in action in the second half, 
after he cooled off. 


“ We practice an hour and then talk about how we feel about the 
team and the practice, and ourselves,” says Vaccaro. 
The coach praises the small accomplishments most coaches take 
for granted He remembers in which game a gin player threw his 
first successful block, and reminds him of it later. First solo 
tackles are highly prized 
“ A lot of kids have broken through individually through football. 
“ We've had only one kid thrown out of a game and very few per­ 
sonal fould,” said the coach. 
Quarterback David Perez, whom everyone agrees had an ex­ 
plosive temper when he arrived in camp, says 
“I ’m getting 
something out of it. You get experience. You can show ’em that 
you don’t get mad. 1 used to be a brat. 


Defensive back Dan Washburn says, “ It gives me more self- 
control. I used to want to fight after body contact, but now I have 
more self-discipline We went three games in a row without a per­ 
sonal foul,” he continues. "In one game the other team had three 
or four personal fouls; all we had was an encroachment call.” 
The most discouraging aspect of the Panthers’ season is that 
their football future is so uncertain. Vaccaro is not paid for 
coaching 
“ I often feel guilty about the time I take from what I ’m being 
paid to do in order to coach," he said. 
Superintendent Hancock has provided camp staff supervision for 
bus trips to the games and even personally washed the uniforms. 
But he is leaving after 22 years and the superintendent no longer 
prepares a separate camp budget. Budgeting is done now by the 
Probation Department headquarters in Santa Barbara 
Most equipment is still begged or donated 
Each season’s 
schedule must be arranged at the last minute, only after Vaccaro 
is sure he can bootleg the time required. 
“ What we need," says Hancock, “ is service club or individual 
backing to cover budget items the county doesn’t cover. 
“ The biggest value of the football program is not that it wins, but 
that the kids prove something to themselves." 
Guard Gary Gilbert remembers the Santa Ynez game best. 
“ Santa Ynez was big When I saw those dudes I was scared But we 
stayed out there And we scored a touchdown."

"The Oklahoma Sooners have 
more turnovers than that." And 
the Santa Ynez Pirates average 
almost four per game, though 
they pass more. 
A second characteristic of 
the Crusaders Is their size. 
"Their offensive line averages 
6-3," says Stensland. "It will 
outweigh our defensive line by 
20 pounds per man. Their 
defense will outweigh our of­ 
fense by 10-12 pounds." 
Manning the VC backfield are 
halfbacks Mike Smith (6-0,175) 
and Dean Dykema (5-11, 175)

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
The Bonneville Salt Flats is 
God’s special gift to racers, and 
world land speed record holder 
Gary Gabellch says it would be 
sinful to allow It to continue dis­ 
integrating. 
Gabelich, motorcycle land 
speed record holder Don Vesco 
and other racing enthusiasts 
called on the Bureau of Land 
Management Thursday to work 
out a method of keeping the 
famed speedway from turning 
into a shallow, bumpy mess. 
"The Suit Flats are a very un­ 
ique gift of God to mankind," 
said Gabelich, who set the 
record of 622.407 mph in 1970 at 
Bonneville. 
"If we lose the Salt Flats — if 
the United States loses the 
Bonneville Salt Flats as a rac­ 
ing surface — it is a moi .al 
sin." 
Racers have complained for 
years that the salt surface in 
the western Utah desert was 
deteriorating: becoming small­ 
er in area, more shallow in its 
salt base and too bumpy to ac­ 
comodate 
high-speed 
vehi­ 
cles. 


The U.S. Geological Survey 
completed a two-year study 
earlier this month confirming 
that the Salt Flats are suffering 
irreversable d a m a g e . The 
agency blamed weather pat­ 
terns, construction of Inter­ 
state-90 and the potash mining 
operation of Kaiser Chemical 
Corp. 
Kaiser, which has a lengthy 
ditch system running through 
the flats which collects brine 
and carries it to the potash 
plant, carried away 270,000 tons 
of salt from the flats during 
1976 alone, according to the 
Geological Survey report. 
The result of the deteriora­ 
tion, said Gabelich, is that the 
Bonneville course "is unusable 
now for me to go out there now 
and go 1,000 mph, or even break 
the speed of sound, under 
current conditions." 
He said he had a vehicle 
which could hit 1,000 mph on the 
drawing boards, and would be 
prepared to try to break the 
speed of sound in 1978 if the 
course were improved. 
Gabelich said if the salt con­ 
ditions 
w ere 
b etter, 
the 
Youth football 


world land speed record al­ 
ready would be up 50 to 100 mph 
by now. 
"Bonneville is the world's 
greatest and fastest, safest 
speedway — or at least it was." 
Vesco, who holds the world 
motorcycle record at 302 mph 
and the American record at 303 
mph, said the raceway had 
become extremely rough dur­ 
ing the past five years as the 
salt disdappeared into the 
Kaiser drainage ditches. 
He said the Salt Flats were 
ideal for motorcycles because 
of the smooth and relatively 
soft surface, on which he has 
crashed at high speeds five 
times. 
“ A n y w h e r e 
but 
t he 
Bonneville Salt 
Flats, 
the 
motorcycle would have been 
destroyed and 1 possibly would 
have been hurt," he said. 


Instead, in a motorcycle he 
built himself and described as 
"unsafe," he broke his nose and 
a collarbone — but survived 
the other four mishaps and had 
the cycles back in operation in a 
matter of hours or less.

Fishing picks up 
at Sea Landing 


THE OLD SALT 
With winter setting in, the 70 some miles of coast between Santa 
Barbara Sea Landing and Port San Luis, have made a big 
difference in the fishing. 
Sea Landing enjoyed one of its finest weeks since August, while 
Port San Luis was blown back in every day. San Luis will make its 
first run in over a week today and hopes to stay in operation over 
the weekend. 
The calico bass fishing out of Sea Landing is the best its been in 
months, with calicos going six and seven pounds. Both Naples Reef 
and coastal trips have had luck with the bass. Along with the bass, 
the boats are picking up bonita up to 14 pounds, and last week even 
hooked a 40-pound white sea bass. 
For the smaller private boats out of Sea Landing, huge halibut 
just outside the break waters are luring anglers. Private boats 
have also been getting in on the calico bass fishing and are also 
picking up baracuda. 
Though trout season is limited in Northern California counties, 
locally, trout fishing is a year round operation. Cachuma and 
Casitas Lakes have already begun stocking catchable sized rain­ 
bow trout. Lopez Lake is in about the same shape, but is receiving 
fewer stockings, and the production is somewhat slower. 
Catfishing has been productive at Lopez however, with the 
fishing going up to five pounds. It’s taking the experienced angler 
to pull out the crappie right now, and a lake official reports that 
more women are going after these pan fish than men. 
Nacimiento Lake finds black bass fishing on the slow side, but 
white bass are hitting in the Bee Rock area. The lake is low, but 
boats can still be launched. 
Pheasant hunting in Southern California is going to be difficult 
from now on after an opening weekend in which most of the birds 
planted by the Department of Fish and Game were harvested and 
the remaining pheasants were widely scattered. 
A short-term exception will be the Imperial Valley, where the 
DFG will release an additional 3,000 pheasants Saturday, Nov. 19, 
just prior to shooting hours. 
Hunter pressure was heavy as usual in the Imperial Valley for 
the pheasant opener Saturday, Nov. 12, and the hunters found the 
going tougher than normal because the birds had dispersed so well 
throughout the farmlands. Some pheasants found their way to 
sanctuary in various cotton fields that were closed to hunting. 
"Still, there were many limits taken on Saturday and I would es­ 
timate that no more than one-third to one-half of the 10,700 birds 
released in the valley are still at liberty,” said DFG Lt. Walt 
Mansell of Holtville. 
Hunting dropped off sharply on Sunday when many hunters head­ 
ed for home after finding that the pheasants had scattered 
throughout the valley and were hard to locate. 
Mansell said 60 to 70 citations were issued by wardens during the 
weekend, largely because of trespass, early shooting, and 
premature hunting of doves. The Imperial Valley is having 
beautiful weather, clear and warm during the day, and Mansell 
said he expects a fairly heavy turnout this coming weekend. 
Along the Colorado River hunters had outstanding success on the 
opener and DFG wardens estimated that 80 to 85 percent of the 
planted pheasants were harvested. The Palo Verde Valley around 
Blythe had received 1,600 birds and the Bard Valley north of 
Winterhaven had been stocked with 1,000 


The shoot was so productive on Saturday that few hunters and 
pheasants were around on Sunday, according to Warden Dave 
Szody of Blythe. 
"There are very few pheasants left," he said. "It will take ex­ 
perienced hunters with good dogs to find any birds from now on." 
Despite the traditional heavy turnout of hunters, few citations 
were issued over the weekend, Szody said. Most of these were for 
trespass or damage to private property 


Hunter pressure was reported down considerably in the Owens 
Valley, Inyo County, where the DFG had released 3,200 pheasants 
before opening day. 
"Shooting wasn’t all that great, and probably less than half the 
birds were taken," said DFG Capt. Ken Brown of Bishop. "For 
some reason the pheasants just were not flying. Now the birds are 
scattered all over the valley

owner, Kenneth O'Neal, of 307 
East Ocean Ave., Lompoc, may 
not proceed with getting county

If the commission had re­ 
quired a General Plan amend­ 
ment, a hearing wouldn’t be

Mrs. Peter Bratt, of Goleta, 
acting chairman of the com­ 
mission, assured Mrs

that the commission’s action

WASHINGTON — We have discovered 
dram atic new evidence in the Julius and 
E t h e l 
R o s e n b e r g 
a t o m i c 
sp y 
case—evidence that an alert FBI agent 
found concealed in the fold of a wallet six 
years after the Rosenbergs were ex­ 
ecuted. 


The discovery comes 
at a time that the 
executed 
cou p le's 
sons are battling to 
clear the Rosenberg 
name. 
It 
concerns 
Morton 
Sobell 
who 
was convicted in the 
Rosenberg spy case 
and 
was 
released 
from prison in 1969 for 
good beavhior He has 
n e v e r 
s t o p p e d 
insisting that he was 
innocent 


The new evidence—a flimsy strip of 
microfilm that an FBI agent found by 
slicing open a secret compartm ent in a 
Soviet spy’s wallet—should be put in con­ 
text. The Rosenberg spy story, the 
nation’s most famous espionage case 
since Civil War days, broke after the 
Soviets exploded their first atomic bomb 
in 1949 


This ominous event unsettled the 
American people who had hoped the 
terrible atomic secret could be kept 
from the rest of the world. Swept up by 
the public mood, FBI agents and con­ 
gressional investigators began searching 
for Communist spies with a vengeance. 


The House UnAmerican A ctivities 
Committee began staging its act under 
the white-domed Capitol, a Big Top in 
marble and pillars. Huge crowds, sub­ 
dued by the stately environment, would 
s u r g e i nt o 
t h e h e a r i n g r o o m . 
Congressmen like J. Parnell Thomas and 
Richard Nixon, in the role of the ac­ 
cusers. would deliver dram atic, finger- 
pointing harangues on the subject of 
Communist spies and international in­ 
trigue. 
The comm ittee played the same scene 


over a dozen times. The script varied; 
the committee injected new names into 
each performance; but it was always the 
sam e old act. 
It was in this atmosphere that the 
Rosenbergs were tried, convicted and 
finally executed on June 19,1953. Morton 
Sobell drew a 30-year prison term in the 
same case. 
Six years after the Sobell trial, the FBI 
ingeniously tracked down the m aster 
Soviet spy Rudolf Abel. His assistant, ex- 
KGB Lt. Col. Reino Heyhanen, testified 
against him. The KGB defector men­ 
tioned on the witness stand that he and 
Abel had been instructed by Moscow to 
deliver $10,000 to Sobell’s wife, Helen, in 
1955. 
The two Soviet agents buried $5,000 in 
Bear Mountain Park, N. Y., in cellophane 
bags, and Abel deposited the other $5,000 
in a bank, Hayhanen swore. The money 
was intended, he explained, to enlist 
Helen Sobell as a spy. 
No direct evidence was produced that 
she knew anything about the money. In 
fact, Hayhanen ruefully admitted digg­ 
ing up the Bear Mountain money and 
pocketing the $5,000 him self. Mrs. 
Sobell's statem ent, 
therefore, 
that 
H a y h a n e n ' s 
t e s t i m o n y 
w a s 
a 
"m eaningless...sm ear” has come to be 
widely accepted. 
Here's where the new evidence fits in- 
—evidence that the KGB at least planned 
to deliver $10,000 to Mrs. Sobell. It was 
uncovered by an FBI agent who was 
checking through Abel’s belongings. 
With his fingernail, he slit open a fold 
in A bel’s wallet. In sid e w as the 
microfilm. It contained row after row of 
five-digit numbers, some 1,035 numbers 
in all. We have a copy of the intricate, 
encoded message, which was finally 
deciphered by the FBI with the help of 
other government experts. 
It was addressed to “ Comrade Vik,” 
the secret name for Hayhanen, Among 
other instructions and queries, the secret 
message asked: "Would you be able to 
deliver money to wife of Stone?" Accor­ 
ding to sworn testimony and other FBI 


evidence, "Stone” was the Soviet code 
name for Sobell. 
Commented Helen Sobell: "The 20- 
year-old fantasy story of a Russian spy is 
dragged out of mothballs and dressed up 
with microdots. Anyone can concoct 
stories or microdots about innocent peo­ 
ple as they did in the 1950s. But it was a 
lie then, and it is a lie now,” 
Her attorney, Marshall Perlln, called 
for the release of all documents in the 
case "instead of selective leaks." 
WHO’S NEWS—Jim m y C arter’s "p er­ 
sonal touch" is beginning to win friends 
and influence votes on Capitol Hill. But 
his congressional liaison staff is regard­ 
ed as am ateurish. Sometimes the staff 
allows congressional mall to go un­ 
answered for weeks. But the president 
usually returns calls personally the sam e 
day. 
—Sen. Ed Zorinsky, D.-Neb., takes 
pride in being known in Washington as 
the "hick of Capitol Hill," His hometown 
newspaper, the Omaha World Herald, 
headlines his comments about fellow 
legislators. He refers to the Senate as a 
club populated by slothful senators. A re­ 
cent ed ito rial cartoon showed the 
Nebraskan about to goose some snoozing 
senators with a cattle Prod. But when 
Vice P r e s i d e n t Wa l t e r M o n d a l e 
presented him with a gavel recently for 
presiding over the Senate for more than 
100 hours, Zorinsky declared how proud 
he was to preside over "the greatest 
deliverative body in the world.” 


—President Carter has taken the ad­ 
vice of his aides that he play a more ac­ 
tive role in Democratic politics. He 
huddled the other day with Rep. Jam es 
Corm an, D .-C alif., who heads the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign 
Committee. The president questioned 
Corman anxiously about the fund-raising 
efforts for next year’s congressional 
elections. Corman responded that the 
D em ocrats 
w ere having 
’’m odest 
success" with their collections. C arter 
m ade it clea r h e’s w orried about 
Republican off-year victories and wants 
the trend reversed.

Energy is now a central political issue. 
No longer is energy policy the domain of 
the experienced regulators, economists, 
engineers or energy producers. From 
now on the hard core opposition will be 
calling the tune They will be testifying 
at hearings in opposition to efforts to 
develop new energy supplies, taking the 
utilities to court and in many cases will 
sit on and staff the bodies that approve 
or reject their proposals (the new State 
Energy Commission, for instance) They 
use scare tactics (earthquake faults, 
fire, radioation) and emotional phrases 
(consumer rip-off, holocaust) to in­ 
fluence the thinking of the uninformed 


So what is to be done? 
The problem must be met in our local, 
state and federal governments. But most 
important, in the minds of the public - in 
public opinion - and the public must 
become 
Informed 
and 
vocal 
Our 
political "leaders" all too often are 
“ followers” , concerned with public opi­ 
nion polls. 


But the toughest part of the problem is 
apathy. The public does not listen 
carefully and will not react unless they 
are personally concerned The normal 
human being has to feel a problem 
before he or she will react But while the 
public is silent it Is neither naive or gulli­ 
ble - it is basically more skeptical of ex­ 
tremism than it would appear when we 
read the papers or watch the noisy 
groups on T.V. news. The extrem ists 
know the value of the media and they use 
it, creating the Impression that they 
reflect the feelings of the public at large 
But public opinion surveys show that 
they do not. By a margin of 3V* to 1 the 
public disagrees with government take­ 
over of oil companies and in Southern 
California favors offshore drilling by 2Vj 
to 1. LNG term inal siting has received 
much attention In the media and oppo­ 
nents have made use of scare tactics in 
the m atter of safety Yet those who are 
aware 
of 
the 
plans 
favor 
them 
overwhelmingly. 
The 
nuclear 
moratorium proposition was defeated in 
this state by a margin of 2 to 1, as lt was 
in the other six states which voted on the 


subject. 
The fact of the m atter is this: the 
problems I have been relating to you are 
not just the problems of the energy com­ 
panies They are the problems of the 
energy consumer - you and me. All the 
added costs of delays, shut-downs of 


plants, bombings, court costs, aban­ 
doned projects, new geological surveys, 
overkill construction demands - all these 
will be reflected in our bills, As exam ­ 


ples the Pacific Lighting Co has been 
trying to get a coal gasification plant 
built for several years. Delays and infla­ 
tion are adding roughly $300,000 per day 


of delay. The cost for Alaskan and In­ 
donesian LNG projects increases almost 
$900,000 each day of delay. Yet on Oc­ 
tober 5th the Governor of California told 
a news conference a decision on con­ 


structing a terminal to receive LNG is 
not urgent because of potentially huge 
supplies from Mexico and Canada! The 
real fight should be between the "energy 
blockers" and the consumers, not the 
"energy companies" because we con* 


sum ers are the ones that will pay in the 
end. 


At stake is our way of life and our 
freedoms, really. If the foreign oil 
producing countries wanted to squeeze 
us harder we would be at their m ercy for 
we are more dependent upon them now 
than we were in 1973. The price we pay 
for imported oil now is the reason for our 
huge deficit trade balance. This affects 
our economy and what affects us affects 
the rest of the free world. 


The needed energy is available, the 
needed energy projects can be built, the 
legitim ate environmental questions can 
be solved if the unnecessary roadblocks 
can be removed. If the energy industry 
fails to do its job extensive government 
regulation is sure to follow. 


I hope that my means of these two 
columns you who have taken the tim e to 
read them have come to have a better 
understanding of the energy problem I 
also hope that you will so something with 
your new understanding to help "get the 
show on the road" again. 


On the Right by 
William F. Buckley Jr. 
Black 
monolith? 


Last summer Mr. Vernon Jordan, the 
black leader of the Urban League, roun­ 
dly criticized President Carter for fail­ 
ing to "live up to his commitments to the 
black people.” 
The denunciation was politically and 
personally piquant. The black com­ 
munity, which voted for Mr. Carter was 
faithfully than the Swiss guard would 
vote for the Pope, was considered as in 
Carter’s pocket, so that the criticism 
was parricidal in its overtones. Beyond 
that, Jordan is a long-time personal 
friend of Jimmy Carter. Along with 
Andy Young, the three Atlanta boys 
struck 
out 
for 
fame 
and 
fortune 
together, and they all made it. 
No wonder that the press gave so 
much attention to the apostasy. But in 
the course of doing so Mr. Jordan was 
unofficially elevated to the role of prin­ 
cipal spokesman for Black America. 
That post has been vacant since the 
death of Martin Luther King. Jr. 
Vernon Jordan has all the qualifica­ 
tions. He is head of the oldest black- 
oriented social organization in the coun­ 
try. He is widely respected by the Con­ 
gressional black caucus and by other 
black leaders; and he is preem inently a 
successful figure in the •establishment 
picture 
— 
he 
probably 
has 
more 
honorary degrees than Albert Schweit­ 
zer, and is a director of more m ajor cor­ 
porations than David Rockefeller. And 
his message to C arter last sum m er was 
unambiguous: "W e blacks put you in of­ 
fice, now you pay out and give us what 
we w ant.” 
What is interesting is that the five de­ 
mands made on C arter are unrelated to 
m attersof race. One can understand a 
black leader striking out against racial 
discrim ination in any form, even as a 
Jewish leader would strike out against 
racial or religious discrim ination, or a 
Catholic. But Vernon Jordan isn’t talk­ 
ing about the need for one m ore civil 
rights act. He is talking about things like 
the need for Humphrey-Hawkins, the 
need for more food stamps, the need for 
national health Insurance, the need for 
tax 
credits, 
the 
need 
for 
higher 
minimum wage rates — indeed, the need 
for more of Just about everything save 
anti-inflationary legislation. 
So — one is entitled to ask — what 
makes Jordan a "black” leader other 
than that he is "black?” If he were 
yellow, would he be hailed as a great 
yellow leader? Clearly not. The implicit 
axiom of the whole enterprise is that all 
blacks in America desire an increase in 
state 
welfarism, 
state 
paternalism , 
state interventionism. And that they are 
either 
not 
quite 
bright 
enough 
to 
recognize that inflation is as much their 
enemy 
as 
it 
is 
the 
enemy 
of 
DavidRockefeller (m ore so, in fact), or 
too dazed by the hallucination that 
political power can be exchanged for the 
mint of economic power to recognize 
that, in the end, there is no such thing as 
a free lunch. 
But 
the fight 
against 
populist 
economics is old hat, and it is hardly 
worth rem arking that Mr. Vernon Jor­ 
dan, for all that one can regret his seduc­ 
tion, has joined the populist ranks. It is 
the notion that he is the true spokesman 
for the Negro people that gives rise to 
alarm . Are we invited to believe that 
"the Negro people” of America are, as a 
class, partisans of the omnipotent state, 
the socialization of enterprise, and infla­ 
tion? 


Does it follow that, in an election year, 
Mr. Jordan will feel free to pledge the 
black vote as a unit vote? How does one 
instinctively react to something of the 
sort? By looking about for countervail­ 
ing political forces. What forces? The 
"white vote?” Is it desirable to adver­ 
tise the "black” view on Humphrey- 
Hawkins? And if so, does one run the 
risk of advertising the "w hite” view of 
Humphrey-Hawkins? Or is Mr. Jordan 
saying that whereas the blacks are un­ 
ited, the whites are divided? Does it 
follow that those whites who agree with 
Mr. Jordan are pro-black, those who do 
not, anti-black? 
There is mischief inherent in the situa­ 
tion, plain for all to see. Race politics 
should be discouraged at every turn — 
except where the primary interests of 
the race are clearly involved. In a Jim 
Crow Society there can only be one 
reasonable black position. But after 
that, the muses of pluralism should 
sound their harps, and the Jordans of the 
black community should be vigorously 
opposed by other leaders of the black 
community, dissipating the invidious 
myth that all "those" people think, and 
vote, as a monolith.

The glimmering of an idea 
that has been most rewarding 
in three states could be a real 
bright star in all 50 states if it 
could be put together. 
No one knows for sure 
which state of the three 
started first. Tennessee, 
Maryland and Georgia use 
Channel One as a tourist ad­ 
visory channel. Welcome 
centers of the three states 
have base stations. If you 
want help, or need advice, just 
tune in Channel One and give a 
“ Breaker . . . Breaker” in 
any of these states and you’ll 
get an answer. 
Having heard about the ser­ 
vice, it’s natural curiosity to 
know how it works. Driving 
down through Tennessee, near 
Chatanooga, and looking for 
Rossville, Georgia, it became 
apparent that advice on direc­ 
tion was needed. Channel One 
did the trick. 
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“We call it our HOT line,” 
Commissioner Tom Jackson 
told us later. HOT line means, 
incidentally, Helping Out 
Tourists. “Since there are ap­ 
proximately 45 million tourists 
annually in Tennessee, we try 
to be as helpful as we can. 
Giving directions, as we were 
able to accommodate you, is 
what the HOT line is there 
for.” 
Jackson is in charge of the 


advisory. Everyone would 
know that Channel One was 
the place to go for informa­ 
tion. Channel One is a clean 
channel, so it would take some 
pressure off 19. It is really the 
modern method of handling 
the most common problem in 
t r a v e l i n g : 
becoming 
somewhat disoriented and 
needing advice from a local 
person. 
Tennessee is also doing

Tennessee Tourist Develop­ 
ment agency. The purpose of 
the agency is to get people to . 
stay in Tennessee longer than 
they may have planned. The 
HOT line serves to guide them 
to hotels and motels, tell the 
CBer where he can find spots 
of interest, or just direct him 
to his destination. 


Tennessee even monitors 
Channel 19 periodically, ac­ 
cording to Jackson, to advise 
on questions that come in on 
the truckers’ channel for 
specific information or for 
help in highway emergencies. 
“Most of our requests are 
non-event oriented.” he said 
“ They ’re generally concerning 
location of historic sites, 
directions to hotels, motels 
and cam p g ro u n d s, and 
recreational areas for boating 
and fishing ” 
We got excited about it 
because it seems that a 
network on Channel One could 
be developed from coast-to- 
coast by all the states. It 
would be a constant travelers’ 
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another interesting thing. The 
state is obviously proud of its 
tourist attractions. So, in 
order to supplement its 
welcome centers services to 
CBers, it has also called upon 
private industry to get into the 
act. Opryland, in Nashville, 
Libertyland, in Memphis, 
G atlinburg Cham ber of 
Commerce, 
in 
Gatlinburg, 
and Lookout Mountain, in 
Chatanooga, have been asked 
to put in base stations, too. 


Opryland is, of course, a 
great family entertainment 
park. Gatlinburg, in the heart 
of the Smokie Mountains, a 
National Park, is also a big ski 
resort area. Lookout Moun­ 
tain, along with Chicamauga 
Battlefield, are enormous 
tourist attractions. And, 
Libertyland, in the western 
pa r t of the s t a t e , is 
meaningful to everyone in the 
Midwest. 
The addition of these spots, 
monitoring Channel One, and 
giving advisories, will fill in 
any holes that might exist 


for tourists entering the state 
but out of range of the eight 
official welcome colters. 
Maryland and Georgia have 
virtually the same system and 
for the same reasons. 
If your state doesn’t offer 
this service, a letter to your 
governor might start the ball 
r olling and begin the 
nationwide development of a 
network that would help all 
CBers.

Arthritis 


DEAR DR. LAMB — You 
have said several times that 
food intake has no effect on 
or relation to arthritis. I 
have gout as well as osteoar­ 
thritis and osteoporosis, and 
know from 24 years of daily 
observation that foods high 
in purines, or only reason­ 
ably high in them, certainly 
cause me to ache, hurt, and 
feel quite miserable. 
If I eat one artichoke, 
after 10 years of abstinence, 
that is O.K., but to eat a 


second one is ruinous. To eat 
some fresh crab is fine once, 
but again the next day or a 
big helping of clam chowder, 
and I am done for. 
I would appreciate your 
comments. 
DEAR READER — In the 
first place, you have taken 
my comments out of con­ 
text. My remarks about diet 
have been made in relation 
to columns about osteorar- 
thritis and possibly rheuma­ 
toid arthritis — the latter 
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food intake

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often requires increased 
protein intake because of the 
protein wasting effects of 
inflammation. The fact re­ 
mains that these two com­ 
mon forms of arthritis are 
not cured by diet. I have 
repeatedly 
pointed out, 
though, that if you are 
overweight you will have 
less problems with osteorar- 
thritis if you correct obesity 
and stay slim. 
Gout may have a compli­ 
cation of a special form of 
arthritis. It is true that if you 
are not taking medicines to 
control the uric acid, that 
eating lots of purines may 
cause an attack. We used to 
have to treat gout by diet, 
but we now know that most 
of the uric acid that causes 
gout is not from the food you 
eat, but a by-product of your 
own cells. This is spin-off 
information 
from under­ 
standing DNA or the nucleic 
acids in cell nuclei. 
One really 
useful 
ap­ 
proach has been to chemi­ 
cally block the cells of the 
body from forming excess 
amounts of uric acid. Other 
treatment methods include 
increasing the elimination of 
uric acid through the urine. I 
am sending you The Health 
letter number 2-3, Gout, 
Uric Acid, to give you a 
better understanding 
of 
modern treatment of gout 
and prevention of gouty 
arthritis. Others who want 
this information can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 


self-addressed envelope for 
it to me in care of this 
newspaper, P.O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New 
York, NY 10019. 
The dietary treatment of 
gout is not very good and 
wholly inadequate. A diet 
completely devoid of purines 
will usually now lower the 
blood uric acid level enough. 
Milk contains no purine, yet 
a person on a strict milk diet 
with no purines will still 
have a lot of uric acid if his 
cells are inclined to produce 
an excess amount. 
If you find you do better by 
avoiding foods that cause 
attacks, by all means avoid 
them, but rely on your doc­ 
tor to use modem methods 
to keep your uric acid level 
at normal levels if you want 
to avoid the complications of 
gouty arthritis later. 


Now, about osteoporosis 
dissolving bones. That is 
often called arthritis by the 
public, but it is not arthritis 
at all — it is dissolving 
bones. I recommend taking 
plenty of calcium to help 
prevent this problem. Other 
than that dietary aid, there 
is little else you can gain 
from the diet. Women on a 
calcium deficient diet are 
five times as likely to de­ 
velop dissolving bones as 
women who get the amount 
of calcium found in about 
one quart of milk a day 
(about one gram of calcium 
daily). 
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Sounds 
Is Rod too footloose to feel?

I suppose it’s a rock and 
roll maxim that success 
does strange things to peo­ 
ple, but I particularly don’t 
like what it’s doing to Rod 
Stewart. It all boils down to 
the ancient question: Can 
rich men sing the blues? I 
don’t mean hitting all the 
right notes, but rather 
whether they can make the 
blues believeable. That 
takes a certain awareness of 
suffering, and chauffeur- 
driven limousines don’t 
come very close to the hard 
life. 
I first knew something 
was wrong after catching a 
glimpse of Rod the Mod on a 
recent Midnight Special. 
Seated on a stool, fiddling 
with a guitar. Rod lip- 
synched his way through his 
new single,“ You’re In My 
H e a r t ( T h e F i n a l 
Acclaim),” while the cam­ 
era caught from every con­ 
ceivable angle one thing - 
Rod’s dewey, puppy-dog 
eyes gazing out from under a 
heavy cover of eye-shadow. 
Worse yet, anyone who 
hears the song knows that, 
unlike the universal mes­ 


sage in ballads like ‘‘Maggie 
May,” “You Wear It WeU” 
and “Tonight’s The Night,” 
this song is heart and soul 
for but one person - Britt 
Eklund. She by no means 
represents the general lis­ 
tening public. 
His current tour certainly 
proves he hasn’t forgotten 
the public, as he revels in 
their adulation, but it also 
shows he’s forgotten why 
he’s won their hearts. I went 
to the show in New York 
hoping he’d erase the confu­ 
sion his TV bit had mired me 
in. After all, this was the 
Rod Stewart who’d electri­ 
fied audiences on his first 
stateside tour with the Jeff 
Beck Group and once de­ 
lighted me as a rollicking, 
half-mad rock and roll roo­ 
ster with The Faces. But 
instead, I just found more 
cosmetics. 
The affair is being billed 
as "The Concert," and it is,in 
fact, Stewart’s first solo con­ 
cert tour of America (he had 
previously only played as 
Rod Stewart and The 
Faces). In keeping with the 
title, the Madison Sqaure 
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Garden stage was draped 
with diaphanous white cur­ 
tains which made it look 
more like a debutante’s 
canopy bed than a stage to 
rock out on. Then the cur­ 
tains parted, and there stood 
Rod, decked out with an 
earring in each lobe, more 
heavy eyeshadow (a rather 
cute shade of dark blue), a 
black silk bodysuit and bil­ 
lowing red silk shirt. It was 
all very fitting with Stew­ 
art’s fondness for circus-like 
theatrics. Hie only problem 
was he looked like a clown. 
His new band is certainly 
accomplished. It includes 
ex-Vanilla Fudge drummer 
Carmine Appice, Phil Chen 
on bass and three lead gui­ 
tarists, plus somebody on 
keyboards whom Rod ne­ 
glected to introduce. But 
while the band’s immacu­ 
late performance certainly 
buried memories of The 
Faces notoriously sloppy 
playing, they also lacked the 
saving grace of The Faces’ 
instrumentals - personality. 
I haven’t heard better cut 
and dried playing in years, 
and I hope it’s as long until I 
do again. 
That shouldn’t have hurt 
the show because Rod has 
enough personality himself 
to be his own ringmaster and 
circus at once. Unfor­ 
tunately I think on this par­ 
ticular night his personality 
was vacationing on the 
French Riviera. All we got 
were postures and poses - 
Rod angelically stepping to 
each comer of the stage and 
raising his arms above his 
head to receive a victor’s 
applause, Rod receiving flo­ 
wers (sigh!). Rod turning 
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around to wiggle his butt at 
the crowd. Every motion 
was overly-theatrical and 
freeze-dried. It was as if Rod 
was thinking how this little 
bit would look in the souve­ 
nir photo book. Maybe his 
ballerina bows and sweet 
gestures looked great in the 
last row, but up front they 
merely looked fake. If ac­ 
tress Britt Eklund thinks 
she’ll win her $5 million 
lawsuit against Stewart, 
claiming she improved his 
image, she’s got a shock 
coming - Rod’s a terrible 
actor. 
The wonderfully crunchy 
voice was still there, but the 
sincerity was gone. And 
even though it was nice to 
hear his best known ballads, 
the rockers were merely 
precise. The fire that made 
me a fan on The Rod Stewart 
Album and Gasoline Alley 
has been replaced by refried 
Chuck Berry rip-offs. 
Perhaps the most feeling 
moment was during his clos­ 
er, “ Losing You.” Rod cried 
to the audience “Am I losing 
you?” “ Yeah!!!” was their 
enthusiastic response. I’ll 
answer yeah in another way. 
If this was The Concert, 
show me The Exit. 
That doesn’t mean that the 
bluesy rock spirit is dead. 
One bright hope is Eddie 
Money, who recently de­ 
buted in New York, the city 
whose streets he once pa­ 
trolled as a cop. With Mom, 
Dad and 30 or so relatives in 
the audience, Eddie said he 
felt “like I’m at the tof> of the 
stairs in my pajamas.” But 
his show was hardly sleepy- 
time. Eddie’s raw, rabbit- 
punching voice belted out his 
songs with a style that begs 
comparison with such favor­ 
ites of mine as Joe Cocker 
and Southside Johnny. 
Money’s album also boils 
with hot R & B, so expect 
Eddie to cash in real soon. 
Another voice that’s been 
blistering eardrums is Jess 
Roden, who’s been grabbing 
fans at every stop of Stomu 
Yamashta’s Go Too tour. 
Roden’s just released a new 
lp, The Player Not The 
Game. It shows a mellow, 
mature edge to his gutsy 
stance, though he’s sure to 
raise a few more listeners’ 
hairs when he gets out on the 
road solo. 
Fleetwood Mac’s 
Ru­ 
mours has broken the record 
held by Frampton Comes 
Alive, for remaining atop 
the album charts longer 
than any other lp. The year 
of the penguin indeed!

‘Dear Me,’ here’s 
Peter Ustinov

HOLLWWOOD - (NEA) - 
Peter Ustinov, he of the 
large girth and talent to 
match, isn’t writing plays 
these days. And he isn’t 
writing screenplays, either. 
“I don’t understand the 
stage today,” Ustinov says. 
”1 understand film a little 
more, although not entirely. 
I have just decided that, 
these days, if anybody loves 
words as I do, the only thing 
to do is to write books.” 
So he has written one. It’s 
sort of an autobiography, 
although there is a lot more 
to it than that. It's called 
‘‘Dear Me,” and it’s a li­ 
terate book, as you would 
expect, full of delicate little 
jibes and jests. 
He says that the delicate 
little jibes and jests is mak­ 
ing it difficult to translate 
into other languages - ‘‘es­ 
pecially into German, which 
is a language made for 
whales, anyhow.” 
Ustinov is currently work­ 
ing on his next book, a novel. 
So we who have loved Usti­ 
nov’s plays will have to wait 
a while for his next. He 
thinks the day will come 
when he will once again 
understand the stage, but it 
won’t be tomorrow. 


Speaking of books, one 
that has created some noise - 
- negative noise - is Jeffrey 
Archer’s "Shall We Tell the 
President?" That’s the one 
about the fictional assassi­ 
nation attempt on the “pres­ 
ident” - Edward Kennedy - 
that 
reportedly caused 
Jacqueline Onassis to resign 
from her job with the firm 
that published the book. 
In a sense, the history of 
the book and its subsequent 
sale to the movies is proof 
that, at least in this case, the 
movie industry is more judi­ 
cious than the publishing 
industry. 
David Niven Jr. bought 
the film rights to the book 
and the film version will 
have the president bearing a 
totally fictitious name. The 
use of the Kennedy name in 
the book is certainly mostly 
a ploy to sell books. It isn’t 
essential to the plot at all. 
Even the author, Archer, 
thinks that the change of 
name for the movie is a good 
thing. 
"It’s all right in the book," 
he says. "In the book, I could 
control everything and 
make sure there was nothing 
in poor taste. I spent more 
time on that aspect of the 
book than on any other part.

that Mrs. Onassis’ objec­ 
tions came very late.

I had writ­ 
ten that Ethel wore a pink 
dress to Teddy’s inaugura­ 
tion - that’s a key scene in 
the book - and then I real­ 
ized that Jackie had on a 
pink dress the day Jack 
Kennedy was killed, so I 
changed the color of the 
dress to blue." 
No matter what one thinks 
of the use of the Kennedy 
name in the book, it is still a 
crackerjack suspense yarn. 
And it should make a crack­ 
erjack suspense movie. 
Archer, an Englishman and 
a former member of Parlia­ 
ment, spent months study­ 
ing America and Washing­ 
ton, D.C., and the research 
paid off. 
As for casting the movie 
that is yet to happen, but 
Archer has his favorites. 
For the part of the F B I. 
director - perhaps the key 
figure in the story - he 
would like to see someone 
strong, like Jason Robards 
or William Holden. And for 
Marc Andrews, the young 
F B I. agent, perhaps A1 
Pacino. 
Archer started writing af­ 
ter his fortune - some half­ 
million dollars — was wiped 
out when he was a victim in 
a stock fraud. He didn’t 
stand for re-election to his 
Parliament seat, and began 
writing. 
The first thing he wrote 
was sparked by his own 
misfortune, a caper story 
called "Not a Penny More, 
Not a Penny Less," which is 
also about to be filmed. 
Between the two books, he’s 
probably earned his half­ 
million back.

Furnace filter cleanup 


Even If you haven’t the 
foggiest notion how to repair a 
furnace, you can at least treat 
your heating system kindly and 
maybe keep it from breaking 
down. Keeping it clean can do a 
lot of good. The first step for 
forced-air furnaces is a dean 
filter. Forced-air Just means 
that a fan carries the heated air 
out into the house. The fan also 


draws in air that will contain 
dust and dirt, and the filter 
traps this debris. If the filter 
becomes clogged, die fan has to 
work much harder. Many units 
use throwaway filters, so 
inexpensive that you buy a new 
one instead of cleaning the old. 
There’s no trick to changing the 
filter except that the filter must 
go in with the right side up. 
While both sides look alike, 
there is a difference. There will 
be an arrow along die edge, and 
the arrow goes in the direction 
of the flow of air. One side of the 
filter is treated, and if you put 
die thing in upside down, the 
efficiency goes down, and the 
work load goes up. Permanent- 
type filters must be cleaned 
regularly and sprayed with a 
filter coating solution to make it 
more efficient.

Dear Al: 
Metal rods and pipes that lean 
in the comer of my garage used 
to rust sometimes from the 
moisture that they got from the 
concrete floor. Now they don’t 
because I cut the bottom half 
from several plastic bleach 
bottles, and the pipes’ metal 
aids rest in these pots instead of 
against the concrete. — J. L.

A SUPER HINT — Many of 
the attachments for a power 
drill require the removal of the 
drill chuck and the addition of 
some sort of adapter. Most 
chucks can be removed by 
putting the chuck key in place 
and then giving It a sharp tap 
with your fingers. A better way 
is to insert a good-sized Allen 
wrench into the chuck with the 
long part of this L-ahaped tool 
sticking out. Now you have 
more leverage, plus a handle 
for faster spinoff once the chuck 
is loose.

Q: From time to time, I detect a 
slight sewer gas odor from a 
bathroom lavatory. What can I 
do to get rid of the odor? A: 
Since you say "from time to 
time,” I can guess that the vent 
pipe going out through the top of 
the house is partially clogged. 
This means air cannot get into 
the drain pipe, and this causes a 
syphoning action that must 
sometimes syphon the water 
that should be staying in the 
trap below the lavatory. That 
water seals the trap against 
sewer gas back-up. Run a snake 
down the vent and see if that 
doesn’t get rid of the odor.

Ductwork that carries warm 
air to various parts of your 
home can be losing a lot of that 
heat while traveling through an 
unheated attic or basement if 
the ducts are not properly in­ 
sulated. It will pay you to check 
this. If the ducts are not 


wrapped, tape all the seams or 
Joints, and then apply the 
proper 
insulation. 
Where 
sections of insulation butt 
together, tape these seams, too. 
If the insulation wrapping the 
ducts is inadequate, some folks 
will add the new on top of the 
old. This is fine, but there is one 
very important step. The vapor 
barrier on the old insulation 
must be removed or slit The 
vapor barrier is the vinyl or foil

covering. The easiest way is to 
slit it, and you should make slits 
about six inches long and space 
them a few indies apart all over 
the wrap. The vapor barrier on 
the new insulation must face 
out A sharp utility knife and 
lots of gusto can make the slits 
go fast. 


Dear Al: 
Did you ever try to drill 
through the center of a piece of 
turned wood to convert your 
lathe work into a lamp? The 
first time I tried, I came out the 
side and ruined the piece I’d 
spent so much time creating. 
Now I do the drilling while the 
wood is still square. Then, so the 
lathe can hold it, I insert a short 
dowel piece into the hole and 
glue it in place. When the lathe 
turning is done, even the most 
inaccurate drilling can remove 
these dowel plugs. That may be 
an old idea to you, but I thought 
it was clever when I dreamed it 
up.

Christmas spawned many 
charming traditions from 
different countries. 
For example, many fami­ 
lies in Mexico keep the old 
Spanish Christmas tradition 
of the Three Kings. On Jan. 
6, the “Dia de Reyes” or 
Day of Kings, the children 
place their shoes at the win­ 
dow to be filled with toys by 
the Three Kings. This is also 
party time for Mexican fam­ 
ilies, with assorted holiday 
foods and a special cake 
called ‘‘Rosea de Reyes” or 
King’s Ring. Usually a tiny 
doll is hidden in the dough 
and the person who finds it 
in his piece of cake is 
crowned king or queen and 
can choose a partner for the 
evening. Also, the king or 
queen must then give an­ 
other party to which all the 
people present are invited. 
This is a delicious yeast- 
raised sweet bread filled 
with candied fruit and nuts. 
You may want to start your 
own Jan. 6 festivities or have 
it during Christmas.

P/onfs in the 
home... 
The living Christmas tree

In my e a rly y ea rs, the only 
Christmas trees around our house 
were hand-me-downs I dragged home 
after the neighbors finished with 
them. My parents weren’t cheap, they 
were just poor, and on the barren 
plains of western Oklahoma you don’t 
just go out to the woods and chop 
down the shapliest young evergreen in 
sight. 
Besides, as my mother pointed out, 
Santa always made deliveries to our 
house on Christmas Eve the same as 
to the more prosperous farms around 
us. What really bothered me was the 
fact that I could not get any of the 
cast-off trees I brought home to root. 
In time, I got sophisticated enough 
as a gardener to known that I was at­ 
tempting the impossible, but even 
now I find it a bittersweet experience 
to decorate a cut Christmas tree, 
smelling the fragrant freshness of the 
forest and knowing all the while that 
the tree will soon be lifeless 
One alternative is a living tree with 
a balled-and-burlapped root system. 
Another is an artificial tree.lw t not in 
my house — our Santa has an aversion 
to fake plants. 
Before I discuss living Christmas 
trees, I want to clarify what I said 
about cut trees. The vast majority of 
those sold today are carefully 
cultivated on tree plantations as a 
crop to be harvested annually, like 
wheat or com. The soil is tilled and 
enriched; the trees are pruned and 
protected from insect and disease 
damage. In other words, there is 
cnothing ecologically wrong with cut 
Christmas trees 
To get the most out of a cut tree. I 
suggest these guidelines: 
Before you buy a tree, shake or 
bounce it lightly on the ground. 
If 
only a few needles drop, the tree is 
fresh. 
At home, saw off the butt end of the 
tree, about an inch or so above the 
original cut; this enables it to absorb 
water. 
Position your tree in the coolest 
possible place, away from all heat 
sources. Keep it supplied with water. 
Now about that living Christmas 
tree. 
Your own trusted nursery or 
garden center is the place to shop 
For in-ground planting afterwards, 
the best trees are firs, pines, spruces 
and upright yews. To cultivate later 
as a permanent container tree on an 
apartment terrace, choose a pine or 
an upright yew. 


Be sure the tree you select is alive; 
avoid any with a frozen ball of earth 
about the roots. 
At home, keep the entire root ball 
well moistened at all times. No con­ 
ifer will survive even one short period 
of severe dryness 
The less time your tree stays in­ 
doors in a warm room the better its 
likelihood of living. Well cared for, it 
should be able to tolerate a week to 10 
days inside. When you first bring the 
tree home, store it outdoors in a 
protected place or in an unheated gar­ 
age. Cover the rootball with a heavy 
blanket. 


When you bring it inside, put the 
tree in a tub or large pot saucer Keep 
an inch or two of water in the bottom 
at all times. 
Kindling wood can be 
used to wedge it in a firm upright 
position, with camouflaging of cotton 
batting, felt or cut greens on top — or 
simply give it a fresh burlap and cord 
wrap if you want industrial chic. 
Small trees may be planted in a hand­ 
some wood tub or terra-cotta pot. 
Keep the tre e aw ay from the 
fireplace, heat ducts and hot drafts. 
After Christmas, remove your tree 
to a cool but not freezing room, porch 
or garage The first mild day, plant it 
in the ground where it is to grow per­ 
manently — or in a temporary loca­ 
tion where it can stay until early spr­ 
ing 


Obviously, you can save yourself a 
lot of work if you dig the hole before 
winter freeze-up 
Fill it with straw 
and set the necessary backfill soil in a 
warm place 
Plant as you would any 
tree, carefully tamping in soil mixed 
with moist peat moss. 
Then flood 
with warm water 
Mulch heavily 
with straw, held in place with stones, 
bricks or boards. 
If you plan to use your living tree as 
an outdoor container plant, keep it in 
a cold but not freezing place until 
severe weather is over. 


If you haven’t visited a flower or 
plant shop lately, now is the time. 
They’re filled with poinsettias, 
Ch r i s t ma s c act i , a z a l e a s and 
cyclamen 
The vivid petals and 
earthy fragrance will make you think 
it’s spring. 
Jeannene and I visited several 
shops last weekend and we noticed in 
particular the variety of plants that 
bear colorful fruit, just naturally 
decorating their branches for the holi­

days. 
We saw mostly calamondins, 
Christmas peppers and Jerusalem 
cherries, but there were also ardisias 
and two dwarf lemons. In my book, 
all of these make excellent house 
plants and therefore the nicest sort of 
gifts. Here is the care I recommend 
for each; if you are giving one of 
these plants, I suggest you clip or 
copy its paragraph for the recipient. 
Calamondin: 
This dwarf citrus, 
known until recently as Citrus mitis, 
has a new official name: 
Citrofor- 
tunella, the botanists’ way of saying 
that the calamondin represents the 
mating of two related plants, a Citrus 
and a Fortunella 
As a house plant, 
calamondin needs tem peratures on 
the cool side during the winter 
heating season, say 55-70F. Keep the 
soil evenly moist to barely damp on 
the surface; avoid extreme wetness 
or dryness 
Give it a sunny east, 
south or west window 
Mist daily. 
The fruits of calamondin are too 
tart for eating out of hand, but the 
j ui c e can be used in maki ng 
beverages as well as excellent m ar­ 
malade Other dwarf citrus I recom­ 
mend include Ponderosa and Meyer 
lemons, Otaheite orange and Bears 
lime 
Christmas pepper: These bright 
peppers are edible — but red hot! 
Place the plant in a sunny window or 
f l u o r e s c e n t - l i g h t 
g a r d e n 
Temperature: 60-75F. Protect from 
drafts, but provide some fresh air cir­ 
culation Keep the soil evenly moist to 
just damp on the surface; avoid ex­ 
trem es If you leave the pot standing 
in a saucer of water for more than a 
day, the leaves will fall off . if the soil 
becomes dry enough to wilt them, 
they’ll also fall off When the peppers 
dry up, trim the plant to 6 inches or 
less and repot; it should grow, bloom 
and fruit again with the care I have 
outlined 
Jerusalem cherry: These orange to 
s c a r l e t globes, like so many 
Christmas tree balls, are definitely 
not edible. Otherwise it needs exactly 
the same care as the Christmas pep­ 
per, to which it is related Both plants 
are inclined to getting aphids and 
white flies, if this happens, try 
washing them off with a good shower­ 
ing in the kitchen sink. If the infesta­ 
tion persists, I’d discard the plant 
rather than risk having the pest 
spread. 
Ardisia: This broadleaf evergreen 
shrub or small tree from the tropics 


has clusters of vivid red berries which 
last from autumn of one year to late 
summer of the next — if not longer. 
They grow from pinkish to white 
flowers which appear in spring or ear­ 
ly summer. 
Give ardisia or cor- 
alberry, as it is sometimes called, ex­ 
actly the sam e care as I have 
suggested for the calamondin and 
other dwarf citrus.

Keep the soil moist to barely 
damp on the surface; avoid extremes. 


When the blooms fade, cut off the 
stalk just above where it emerged 
from the bulb. Return plant to sunny 
exposure. 
As leaf growth becomes 
active, begin to fertilize every two 
weeks with fish emulsion 
Feed and 
water freely until September, then 
withhold until leaves die down Store 
dry in a dark, cool place. After two 
months, bring to a warm, sunny place 
and resume watering.

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has some fine print catches that 
have voided recent claims. 
First, let’s look at the move to limit 
big damage claims after overseas 
crashes. 
Currently, passengers on 
overseas flights are governed by a 
Warsaw Agreement (made years 
ago) and dam age cla im s are 
technically limited to $75,000. 
But, attorneys who specialize in air­ 
line accident cases say many settle­ 
ments have far exceeded the $75,000 
maximum 
In one recent case, the 
family of a 30-year-old man received 
$875,000 in an out-of-court settlement. 
But, there’s a move to change all 
this. 
The airlines and the U.S. 
government, under the guise of in­ 
creasing the Warsaw Agreement 
limit of $75,000 to $117,000 and beyond, 
would put an absolute limit of $317,000 
that could be collected in damages. 
Everyone agrees that the technical 
limit of $75,000 should be moved up to 
$117,000. 
But, the U.S. wants "sup­ 
plemental coverage” to tack an ad­ 
ditional $200,000 on top of the $117,000 
If this goes through, it would make it 
impossible to get any settlement for 
more than $317,000 
And, every 
overseas passenger would have to pay 
a $2 surcharge (on the ticket) for the 
privilege. 
So far, the move has been thwarted 
in Congress where it must be ap­ 
proved 
It will come up again during 
the next session of Congress and fight 
lines are drawn between the airlines 
and air passenger consumer groups 
led by the Avaiation Consumer Action 
Project. 
On domestic flights there’s no 
problem There’s no limit to damage 
claims 
However, with domestic 
crashes as well as overseas crashes, 
you have to prove some sort of money 
loss. 
For example, if a father and 
husband is killed, his future wages 
and his help as a parent are put into 
monetary terms. 
The family of an 
older person with no dependents 
would get less than the family of a 
younger person with higher income 
and several dependents. 
For any family who had someone 
lost (or injured) in a crash, here are 
some do’s and don’ts offered by an at­ 
torney who specializes in airline ac­ 
cidents: 
Don't sign anything the airline of­ 
fers, no matter how tempting, until it 
has been thoroughly reviewed by your 
lawyer. 


Do get a good lawyer immediately, 
preferably one who specializes in air­ 
line crash cases. 
And, now for the baggage. 
On 
domestic flights, airline liability 
coverage has been raised from $500 to 
$750 per bag. You can get extra in­ 
surance at 10 cents per $100 added 
value. 
On overseas flights, your 
liability coverage is still limited to 
$9.07 per pound but you can buy ad­ 
ditional coverage. It’s called “excess 
valuation.” 
On domestic or overseas flights, 
you still have to prove the value of 
your loss. 
That’s why any valuable 
item, such as an expensive coat, 
should be backed up with a sales 
receipt, credit record or canceled 
check. 
On charter flights where you have 
to pay in advance, be sure to read the 
fine print on any “cancellation in­ 
surance” you contemplate buying. 
This insurance is supposed to protect 
your deposit in case you have to 
cancel because of illness 
But. all bets are off if your illness 
(or death) can be traced to some pre­ 
existing condition 
And, they look 
way back

Buying flight insurance 
Q Which is the better deal — buy­ 
ing flight insurace at the airport or 
buying travel insurance for the whole 
year9 — B.J.T., Chicago. 
A 
A lot depends on how often you 
travel and how you feel about flying 
In general, insurance you buy at the 
airport is expensive for what you get. 
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Sure, it only costs $2.50 or so for a 
$125,000 policy, but your coverage is 
limited to that one flight. You’re not 
even covered in taxis or buses unless 
they’re part of the airlines’ respon­ 
sibility as part of your trip. 


If, however, you fly infrequently 
and are tense about it, an insurance 
policy might make you relax. If you 
relax, then you’ll enjoy your trip and 
the $2.50 is worth it. 


For people who travel a lot, a group 
plan for the whole year is a much bet­ 
ter deal. American Express, for ex­ 
ample, provides cardholders an 
automatic $25,000-worth of insurance 
every time they use their card to 
purchase travel tickets. For $3 a year 
more, Amex customers can get an ad­ 
ditional $150,000 coverage for a total 
of $175,000 
And, the cardholder is 
covered in buses, taxis and other 
forms of public transportation 


When you think about it. driving in 
your car is statistically far more 
dangerous than taking a trip in an air­ 
liner. 
To cover this, and all other 
forms of travel. The Travelers In­ 
surance Company offers a “Travel 
Accident Plan.” for from $4 to $8 a 
month 
You get from $60,000 to 
$120,000 coverage and all forms of 
travel are included (private cars, 
public conveyances, military air­ 
craft, private aircraft, pleasure boats 
and even your own two feet as a 
pedestrian) 


These are just two examples of 
group plans 
Others are offered by 
various insurances companies, credit 
card com panies, the American 
Automobile Association and the oil 
companies’ travel clubs. 


Q. Do you have any kind of com­ 
parison chart to show the calories, 
amount of fat and prices of ice cream, 
ice milk, sherbet and frozen yogurt? 
— J A B . Cheektowaga, N Y. 
A. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture provided me with a 
nutritional chart for frozen desserts 
and a local supermarket chain gave 
me the prices (prices in your area 
may vary). All were national brands. 
Local brands may cost less. All were 
measured in serving size (4 oz.) and 
purchase size (half gallon). 
Ice cream has 135 calories per serv­ 
ing and 4 45 grams of saturated fats 
(high in cholesterol). A half gallon of 
ice cream cost $1.95. 
Ice milk servings have 92 calories 
each and 1.75 grams saturated fats. 
The price for a half gallon was $1.59. 
Sherbet had a surprising 135 
calories (same as ice cream), 1.19 
grams saturated fats and cost $1.59 
(same as ice milk). 
Frozen yogurt had 113 calories, only 
84 grams saturated fat and cost 59 
cents for eight ounces (or, $4.72 for a 
half gallon).

Europe: savings and surprises for value seekers

“ Y e s,” said the cheery reserv a­ 
tions clerk at London’s fashionable 
Carlton Tow er hotel, “ I believe we do 
have a single. The ra te is 48.50 sterl­ 
ing a night plus 8 percent tax .” 
In Istanbul the equally fashionable 
new Sheraton has singles, too 
At a 
top rate of 690 Turkish lira a night. 
The difference—$96 for life at the 
top in a London hotel, $35 for the sam e 
thing in Istanbul — tells a significant 
part of E urop e’s 1977 winter travel 
story. If you’re after the m ost luxury 
for the m ost money, head for the 
cities closest to the M editerranean. 
Of course, that’s not what every 
tourist is after, so Europe’s whole 
tourist story is m ore com plex. 
F o r e x a m p le , th e r e ’s a title d 
Englishw om an, Lady H artley, who is 
also a London hotel operator of sorts. 
She tak es bed-and-breakfast gu ests 
into her excellently located London 
home for about $19 a night (including 
an adjustm ent for the 3-to-4 percent 
recent rise in the B ritish pound). It’s 
a situation you’re unlikely to find in 
Istanbul. On the other hand, for only a 
few dollars m ore, you could live for a 
week at a village inn or the Turkish 
“ R iv iera” this winter 
B asically the news is that there are 
sav in g g ra c e s and likable oppor­ 
tunities everyw here — but no m ore 
peasant econom ies where the roast 
beef grow s on trees and where the 
locals gladly peel your grapes. With 
so m e d ig g in g , 
though, you can 
probably find what you want at a 
price level well under the average. 
The ski resort scene, for instance, 
is sh apin g up with Spain a s the 
bargain center, followed by Italy, 
Y ugoslavia and Scotland, and with 


A u stria, 
F ran c e and Sw itzerlan d 
roughly two to three tim es higher. In 
the sam e way that London and Istan­ 
bul differ in the overall, though, you 
can also find cheap dorm itory accom ­ 
m odations in the Alps and enough of a 
range of eating and entertainm ent 
p o ssib ilitie s to allow 
in anyone 
dedicated enough to skim p, su ffer and 
m aybe wash a few dishes 
Even in 
posh 
Z erm att th ere’s 
the 
lively 
Slalom B ar, where ungrand m eals 
cost ungrand prices — like $3 or 
thereabouts. 
For high-style shoppers it’s Italy, 
Italy, Italy 
Even the English who 
are in that m arket go there to load up 
on expensive w earing apparel at less 
than you’ll find the equivalent priced 
elsew here. 
Of course, you’ll 
play 
hide-and-seek finding the best values 
Italy still h as no giant departm ent 
sto res that offer huge varieties and 
m ake com parisons easy. 
In the sam e country, though, a s $10 
dinner can still be a food lover’s feast 
at a white-clothed restaurant table. 
T h at’s true also in Portugal, Spain. 
Turkey and even much of ru ral 
Fran ce 
In Scandinavia, West G er­ 
m any, the N etherlands. Belgium and 
Sw itzerland you’ll need to nurse the 
sam e sum along and cut m any cor­ 
ners. 
B esides “ snacking,” a sim ple 
solution in Scandinavia is to head for 
a 
f ix e d - p r ic e , a ll- y o u - c a n - e a t 
restaurant 
Copenhagen’s Hotel T re 
Falke, for exam ple, allow s gu ests to 
eat them selves silly for about $6 50. 
If you’re hooked on c a rs and driv­ 
ing, consider sightseeing in Portugal. 
That country, Spain and Britain have 
ju st about the lowest car rental ra te s 
and gas prices on the Continent. P o r­ 


tugal, though, throws in considerable

tem p eratu res, 
uncrow ded 
ro ad s, 
fairy-tale scenery spiked with castles 
and woodlands, plus som e of the m ost 
picturesque hotels in Europe.

bum per with tourist hotels and has 
becom e unaesthetic and un-Spanish, 
but for a long stay it does offer good 
m odern conveniences and plenty of 
com panionship. 
F o r many, though, E u rop e’s big a t­ 
traction and best value in winter is its 
m a jo r cities. 
They g litte r even 
through dull gray days and rainy 
nights. 
Most of all, Berlin, Vienna. 
M ilan, Budapest, P a ris, A m sterdam , 
Copenhagen and of course London 
d ress up m usically and culturally. 
If you’re in one city and suddenly 
want to sam ple another, the spend- 
le ss way is to ask about “ winter- 
break w eekends” — which often can 
be extended at the sam e reduced 
package rates. 
Write it in purple ink if you have to, 
but rem em b er that in all c a se s, 
E urope’s national and local tourist of­ 
fices are the bargain hunter’s best 
friends 
They provide free inform a­

Coring for your car 


With the right blade and proper use, 
a hacksaw can cut through plastics 
and metals quickly and easily. A few 
of the uses you might put your 
hacksaw to when working on your car 
are: cutting off a frozen U-bolt when 
replacing the exhaust system ; trimm­ 
ing the excess plastic off a taillight 
lens that doesn't quite fit; shortening 
a replacement bolt that’s too long; 
making mounting brackets for items 
such as accessory lights. 
A hacksaw can be purchased at auto 
parts supply stores, hardware stores 
and other places that sell tools. You 
can figure on paying $2 to $10 for one. 
depending on where you shop 
The main thing to look at when buy­ 
ing a hacksaw is its construction The 
frame that holds the blade should be 
sturdy, and the handle should be solid, 
attached rigidly to the frame. A flexi- 
frame hacksaw wears out blades 
faster and is hard to use. 
When buying blades for the 
hacksaw, check the number of teeth 
per inch. You can get 14,18, 24 and 32 
teeth per inch 
A 14-tooth blade is 
best for cutting metals 1 inch or more 
in thickness 
Use an 18-tooth blade 
for materials Va to 1 inch; 24-tooth 
blade for material that’s Vfe to V4 inch; 
a 32-tooth blade for materials that are 
*8 inch or thinner. 
For most automotive uses, the 18- 
or 24-tooth blade works fine 
But 
remember the other blades if you 
must work with extra thick or very 
thin materials 
When installing the hacksaw blade, 
turn it so the teeth are facing 
forward Tighten the blade so that it 
gives a pinging sound when you tap it

Using a hacksaw

with a screwdriver. A loose hacksaw 
blade will not cut well and is much 
more prone to breakage 
Also make 
sure the blade is straight. With some 
hacksaws the blade tends to twist dur­ 
ing final tightening. 
To start an accurate cut, let the 
blade rest lightly against the edge of 
your thumb 
Draw the hacksaw 
toward you a few times. 
Pulling it 
toward you will make a slight inden­ 
tation to guide the blade when you 
start making forward strokes. 
The 
hacksaw does its cutting on the 
forward stroke. 


After a few backward strokes, start 
making short forward strokes, apply­ 
ing moderate pressure on the 
hacksaw 
When the blade shows no 
tendency to slip out of the cut, apply 
firm downward pressure and make 
longer strokes 
Apply firm pressure 
on the forward stroke and release 
most of the pressure on the back 
stroke 
A good cutting speed is 40-50 
strokes a minute 
A hacksaw requires no special care, 
other than caution not to bend the 
frame 
A bent frame won’t make a 
straight cut 
But unless you use the 


hacksaw as a pry bar or leave it 
where it can be driven over or stepped 
on, that won’t be a problem. 
You 
shouldn’t have to buy a new hacksaw 
for a long time Replace blades when 
necessary 


Remember, whenever using a 
hacksaw under a car, wear goggles to 
protect your eyes, not only from the 
minute bits of metal dropping from 
the hacksaw cut, but also from the 
rust and other foreign matter your 
sawing will dislodge from the car’s 
underbody 


Using a torque wrench 


A torque wrench is an indispen­ 
sable item in a professional 
mechanic's toolbox 
And if you do 
much work on your car, it should be 
part of your tool collection, too 
A torque wrench is a device that 
allows you to accurately determine 
how tight a nut or bolt is 
That’s important 
If you over­ 
tighten a bolt, it may shear in two If 
you undertighten it, it may loosen 
from vibration. 
This is not to say you must use a 
torque wrench every time you tighten 
a nut or bolt on your buggy Good old 
common sense will tell you how tight 
most screws, nuts, and bolts should 
be 
But plenty of others require a 
torque wrench for property tighten­ 
ing 
For example, if cylinder head

bolts are not tightened to the specs 
recommended in the service manual 
for your car, you can end up with a 
warped head or water leaking into the 
combustion chambers. 
How do you know which nuts and 
bolts require accurate torqueing? 
Your car’s service manual will give 
you this info. 
For example, the 
tightening specs for a few fasteners 
on a popular 440-cubic-inch Chrysler 
engine call for: cylinder head bolt — 
70 ft lb ; oil drain plug — 20 ft. lb.; 
spark plugs — 30 ft lb. 
For the Saturday mechanic the 
beam-type torque wrench is not only 
the most economical but easiest to 
use 
When tightening a nut or bolt, a 
pointer moves along a scale in­ 
dicating how many ft. lb, of twisting 
force you are applying. 
When doing more than one bolt, 
tighten the bolts in three increments 
For example, if the maker of your 
particular car says the cylinder head 
bolts should be torqued at 90 ft. lb., 
tighten each bolt to 30 ft. lb in the 
sequence recommended in your ser­ 
vice manual. 
Then, in the same 
sequence, tighten each bolt to 60 ft lb 
Then on the third pass, tighten each 
one to the full 90 ft. lb 
This divides the stress evenly 
across the cylinder head, preventing 


warpage and leakage that might 
otherwise occur 
When using the torque wrench, app­ 
ly pressure smoothly 
Don’t jerk it. 
The hand applying the pressure 
should be on the handle. Your other 
hand should rest lightly on the drive 
end of the wrench, just to keep the 
socket from slipping off the nut or 
bolt you’re tightening 


Although the beam-type torque 
wrench is a precise measuring instru­ 
ment, it can be kept in the toolbox 
with your regular tools. 
Just don’t 
drop it or use it as a pry bar or ham­ 
mer And don’t use it to tighten a bolt 
beyond the torque wrench’s ability to 
measure. 


Although the price tags on some 
torque wrenches can make a thick 
wallet thin, a suitable one doesn’t 
have to be expensive You can usually 
find one for around $15. And by doing 
a little shopping, checking out sales at 
local stores with tool departments, 
you may find one hovering around the 
$9 or $10 mark

Critic at large 
Book sales rise as literacy falls

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Americans are buying more 
books than ever before in the 
nation’s history, and nobody 
can say precisely why. 
If anything, the signs point 
in the oppoiste direction. 
Books today cost more than 
they ever did. The economy 
has been depressed, with 
unemployment still higher 
than it should be. According 
to an endless stream of re­ 
ports over the past 20 years, 
children are not learning to 
read as well as they should. 
Young people are entering 
college - or trying to enter - 
with only ninth grade, or 
eighth, or seventh grade 
reading ability. Many col­ 
lege graduates cannot use 
the English language prop­ 
erly, or write a coherent, 
correct letter. Surveys indi­ 
cate that hours once spent 
reading are now spent 
watching television. 
The number of new books 
published each year in­ 
creased steadily for a peri­ 
od, then levelled off in the 
past two or three, but at an 
extremely high level. Pres­ 
ently, about 30,000 new titles 
appear annually in the U.S., 
plus 10,000 reprints or new 
editions of books formerly 
published, for a total or 
40,000. The number of copies 
of each new book or reprint 
can range from about 5,000 
(sometimes less) up into the 
millions. 
One important index, ac­ 
cording to John F. Baker, 
editor of a new magazine, 
Bookviews, is the increase in 
the number of bookstores, 
not only in New York, which 
always has dominated book­ 
selling and buying, but all 
around the country. 
"Particularly startling in 
recent years is the expan­ 
sion of the big book-selling 
chains," notes Baker. 
"Brentano’s, Walden’s and 
B. Dalton, for example, have 
been opening in the big shop­ 
ping centers. Areas such as 
the South and Southwest, 
that might have been with­ 
out a bookstore for 100 miles 
around a particular commu­ 
nity, now have one, conven­ 
iently located, with a good 
stock, attractive lighting 
and all the attraction, and 
they’re doing business. 


"We don’t know who’s buy­ 
ing the books. The book 
industry is probably the 
least market-research-ori­ 
ented of any major industry. 
But we do know, for exam­ 
ple, that in the last two years 
both fiction and non-fiction 
best-sellers sold far more 
copies than in previous

years. It took a total sale of 
120,000 or more copies to 
make the hard-cover best­ 
seller lists in 1976, whereas 
in previous years you could 
make it with about 80,000. As 
for the mass market paper­ 
backs, two or three years 
ago about 40 or 45 titles 
would sell a million or more 
copies annually. 
Last year there were 53 or 
54 million-plus paperbacks. 
And this is happening all 
over the country." 
One upbeat result of this is 
the appearance of the new 
monthly Bookviews, at a 
time when magazines gener­ 
ally are having a difficult 
time, due primarily to new 
and expensive postal regula­ 
tions. Published by the R. R. 
Bowker Company, a Xerox 
affiliate , previously best 
known for Publishers 
Weekly and Library Jour­ 
nal, the new and fairly 
breezy mag is aimed at the 
general public whwwheras 
the two established ones are 
trade-oriented. 
"Harper’s, The Atlantic, 
The New Yorker, the New 
York Times Book Review, 
The New York Review of 
Books and Saturday Review, 
among others, all review 
books," explains Baker. 


growth and development, or 
decline. Cheever’s ’Falcon­ 
er’ was a recent example of 
that. 
"We use essentially the 
same reviews that appear in 
Publishers Weekly and Li­ 
brary Journal, but with data 
pertinent only to bookstores 
and libraries left out. 
"What’s left is a good, 
meaty, consumerish sort of 
review. Crisp, to the point, 
seldom more than 250 or 300 


words on a book; it gives the 
lay reader a pretty good idea 
about what the book is like. 
One bookseller, after read­ 
ing our first issue, told me: 
’You’ve created a Publish­ 
ers Weekly for the people.’ 
That made me feel good." 
In addition to reviews, the 
new magazine offers longer 
articles, such as Alistair 
Cooke talking about books 
and TV, and newspaper co­ 
lumnist Ann Landers choos­ 
ing her favorite psychologi­ 
cal self-help books, in the 
September debut issue. The 
October issue tells about the 
Irving Wallaces ("the family 
that writer together makes 
millions together*), and of­ 
fers Julia Childs, describing 
her favorite cookbooks. 
First issue of Bookviews, 
available in the bookstores, 
went faster than Baker or 
anybody else expected. Ap­ 
parently all those people 
who are buying books these 
days, for their own mysteri­ 
ous reasons, also like to read 
about books as well.
